SETBACK FOR STRIKERS| 


Failure to Tie Up Carnegie 
Plant at Duquesne 


A BREAK AT M’KEESPORT 


Not Improbable In the Near Future— 
Mill Officials ‘*Make Hay’ While 


Labor Men Celebrate—Strikers As- 

suming an Aggressive Attitude 

° 

Pittsburg, Sept. 3.—The steel strik- 
ers, Who have been trying for 
to get the employes of the Carnegie 
plant at luquesne to come out, made 
a last stand yesterday, and failed. A 
parade from McKeesport to meet the 
workmen on their way to the mill and 
induce them to remain away had been 
arranged, but when the hour

arrived 
there were ho marchers, and the parade 
was abandoned 

The fight had been made in the open 
hearth department, but. notwithstand 
ing 2 house-to-house canvass by the 
strikers Sunday night, only two men 
refused to work, and the strikers admit 
that there is litthe hope of closing the 
plant. 

Dissatisfaction is increasing at- Me- 
Keesport, and predictions are made that 
a general break ig tie strike at that 
place is net improbable before many 
days. 

Pittsburg was yesterday 
toa parade in celebration of Labor day. 
The interest, owing to the Amalgamated 
strike, Was hever as great as this year, 
and in the precession were workmen 
from almost every trade in the great 
industrial center The first division 
Wis nade up of the Amalgamated strik- 
ers, with Dresident Shaffer in com- 
manda. It was one of the largest di- 
visions, and the striking steel work- 
ers were greeted with enthusiasm all 
along the reute. The best of feeling 
prevailed, and there was no disorder. 
With the Gistuissal of the parade there 
Was a general exodus to Ross Grove, 
where a reunion of the allied trades of 
western Pennsylvania was held. Ad- 
dresses were made by President Shaf- 
fer, Simon Burns, George J. Churchill 
and others. 

The steel mi: went on 
making preparations for the opening 
of the plants that are shut down by the 
strike, and increased the 
men at the mills already in partial 
opeiation. Public i strike 
itself is lagging, as the coutest seems 
to have settled down to a question of 
endurance. Ouly the unusual incidents 
connected with each day’s doings re- 
ceive not directly af- 
fected by the struggle. 

Fears are expressed that the unlaw- 
ful acts participated iD by the 
Sunday night : about the 
Star Tin plant may: t and spread 
to other quarters, The officials of the 
Star plant claim that yesterday the 
pickets about their mill held up a :foe- 
cial delivery boy from the postottice 
with a Jetter for the oflice, and in- 
spected the letter before he was allowed 
to proceed. The matter will be reported 
to the postal authorities at once. It 
is also claimed that the strikers stoned 
the company carriage, but did no spe- 
cial dam to the occupants. 

The aggressiveness of the strikers 
was further demonstrated late 
day afternoon when a mob surrounded 
William Jones, 1 colored man, who was 
mistaken for a non-union man from the 
Star works. He had a narrow escape 
from serious injury, and possible death, 
by the appearance of Police Lieutenant 
Crossan, who cume to his rescue. 3e- 
fore Crossan could seeure additional 
aid, he was almost overwhelmed by the 
crowd. The prompt arrival of a large 
force of ofticers probably saved Jones 
from being lynched, as the mob ap 
peared desperate. 

During the parade most ef the plekets 
were waay from the Star mill, and the 
company succeeded in securing several 
new men, 

The failure of the Amalgamatéd peo- 
ple to cripple the Carnegie open hearth 
plant at Duquesne is looked upon 
steel officials as the death blow of the 
strike in the Carnegie mills at least 

From towns all around VTittsburg 
come advices that Labor day was cele- 
brated with greater demonstrations 
than ever known before, and Shaffer 
and the Amalgamated association re- 
ceiwd hearty erally 
The one exception to this unanimity 
was-at Johnstown, Pa. where the 16.-

“The offer of the trusts to divide with 
the laboring man isa pitfall. €an you 
trust the corporations to divide hon- 
estly? No. When you permit pri- 
vate monoply to dictate terms of divi- 
sion, then you place yourselves wholly 
at their mercy. 

“You are witnessing a battle between 
labor and the great steel trust. ‘This 
trust was willing to unionize some of 
its mills, hut would have others open 
to non-union labor. Why? Because 
the trust wants some mills that it ean 
depend on in the event of astrike. It 
is an unequal struggle, for the trust 
can shut down its mills for a year, but 
laboring mea cannot live a year without 
work. It is your duty to crush monopo- 
lies with the best resources at your 
conmmand—the ballot. 

“I am opposed to government by in- 
junction, not that it is directed especial- 
ly against the laboring man, bnt that it 
does away with trial by jury. It is 
a menace, not only to one class, but to 
all. It is within the power of the labor- 
ing man to do away with thesystem.”

TO ACT AS MEDIATOR 


Offer of United Stages to Ven- 
ezuela and Colombia 


CONSENT OF BOTH NATIONS 


Must First Be Obtained—They Are 
Reminded That Transit Across the 
Isthmus or Neutrality of Its Terri- 
tory Must Not Be Disturbed 


Washington, Sept. 4.—It is ascertained 
that on Aug. 24, during secretary Hay’s 
recent visit Washington, a tele- 
graphic message was sent to the minis- 
ters at Caracas and Bogota, desiring 
them to inform the foreign secretaries 
of Venezuela and Colombia of the dis- 
tress with which the president had 
heard of the likelihood of a disturbance 
of the relations between those two re- 
publics. 

Adverting to the possibility of the in- 
fluence of the United States being ex- 
ing questions, 
the ministers were directed to say that 
while the relations of this government 
with both nations are equally intimate 
and friendly, and every opportunity is 
taken to show the good will we bear 
them, an offer of the president's kindly 
offers to arrange any differences which 
ay exist between Colombia and Ven- 
ezuela would be ineffective without the 
acquiescence of both.

It is understood 
that an acknowledgement of its receipt 
has been made by the Venezuelan 
government, but its purport has not been 
made known, although it is said to be 
friendly in tone and, while charging in- 
vasion by Colombian forces on the Ven- 
ezuelan border, and referring to the 
temporary suspension of diplomatic in- 
tercourse which has oecurred, the way 
appears to be open for explanations. 
Venezuela has not declared war against 
Colombia. 

Colombia, it is said, has also made re- 
sponse to the note of Secretary Hay. 
While its contents are not obtainable, 
the statement is made that it is concil- 
jatory in character, and expresses an 
earnest wish that war with Venezuela 
may be averted. Such a result, it is 
stated, would be a cause of genuine re 
gret to the people of Colombia. CC 
lombia, it is stated, stands ready to ae- 
cept the friendly intervention of the 
United States to avert war, and re- 
poses full contidence in the latter coun- 
try. 


Peaceful Settlement Predicted 

Paris, Sept. 4.—The Gaulois says to- 
day: The Colombian legation in Paris 
has received a dispatch from the Pres- 
ident of Colombia announcing that the 
tension is greatly relieved, and that 
there is no longer any fear of hostilities, 
Representatives of the Venezuelan and 
Colombian governments were  inter- 
viewed by The Gaulois yesterday, and 
both expressed themselves as convinced 
that the affairs in dispute would be ar- 
ranged peaceably and without the inter- 
vention of the United States. 


Troops Guard the Border 

Washington, Sept. 4.—Senor Pulido 
yesterday received a budget of official 
mail from Caracas up to about Aug. 22. 
A letter of that date states that the 
government has repelled all the inva- 
sions which have threatened the border, 
and has 10,000 troops concentrated at 
points on the border with large equip- 
ments of artillery and stores. Except 
for these precautionary measures of de- 
fense, the country is described as being 
in a state of complete peace.

“Ever since the empires have been 
mutually represented by permanent le- 
gations, we have stood uninterrupted 
in friendly relationship with one an- 
other. Unfortunately, in the fifth 
month of last year the LBexers rebel- 
liously penetrated into Pekin, and tbe 
soldiers joined them. The result was 
the murder of your majesty’s minister, 
Baron Von Ketteler. We regret most 
deeply that Baron Von Ivetieler met so 
terrible an‘end among us. The fact 
that we were not in a position to take 
due protection measures was painful 
to our sense of responsibility. It was 
this feeling of responsibility 


the spot, as a sign that the crime should 
not remain unexpiated. Further, we 
have sent to Germany, with this letter, 
the imperial prince, Chun Tsai Fong, 
hd@iding a special mission. 

“Prince Chun, our own brother, will 
assure your majesty how deeply the 
eveuts of the past year have grieved us, 
and how deeply feelings of penitence 
and shame still animate us. Your ma- 
jesty put down the Boxers’ rebellion 
and restored peace for the welfare of 
our nations. We have, therefore, com- 
manded Prince Chun to express per- 
sonally to your majesty our thanks for 
your efforts in promoting peace. We 
cherish the hope that your majesty’s 
indignation will be replaced by the old 
friendship. That the relations between 
our empires will be even more extensive 
and of a more intimate and beneficient 
character than hitherto is our firm as- 
surance.” 


Emperor William, in reply, said: 

“It is no joyous or festive occasion, 
nor the fullilment of a simple act of 
courtesy which brings your imperial 
highness to me; but a deeply melan- 
choly and very serlous event. My min- 
ister to the court of the Emperor} 
of China has been slain by the murder- 
ous weapon of an imperial Coe 
soldier, acting under superior command 
—an unheard of crime, which is brand- 
ed as infamous by international law 
and the usages of all nations. 

“Erom your imperial highness I have 
just received an expression of the deep | 
regret of the Emperor of China. I} 
readily believe your imperial brother 
personally stood aloof from this crime 
and the subsequent acts of violence 
against the inviolable legations and | 
peaceful foreigners. All the greater | 
the guilt resting on his advisers and 
government. The latter must not de- 
lude themselves with the belief that 
they are able to obtain atonement and } 
pardon for their guilt by the expiatory | 
mission aloue. They will be judged by | 
their future conduct, in accordance with | 
the laws of nations. 

“If the Emperor of China conducts} 
the government of his great capi 4 
henceforth, strictly in the spirit of these | 
prescriptions, then will his hopes be ful-! 
filled, and the results of the compliea-} 
tions of the past year will be overcome, | 
and between Germany and China, as | 
formerly, peaceful and friendly rela- 
tions will again prevail. In the sin-} 
cere wish that this may be go, I bid!

The New York Conference 

New York, Sept. 5.—Terms of peace 
in the steel strike were discussed at 
length yesterday at a secret conference 
in which sat officials of the United 
States Steel corporation, leaders of 
union labor and representatives of the 
civic organizations which have inter- 
vened. Unusual safeguards were re- 
sorted to in order to preserve the pri- 
vacy of the proceedings, but it was evi 
dent that no conclusion was reached 
and that the decision to either terminate 
or continue the strike must be made by 
the strikers. 

The participants in the conference 
were President Schwab of the United 
States Steel corporation, President 
Corey of the Carnegie Steel company 
Very] Preston of the United States Stee’ 
corporation, President Gompers of the 
American lederation of Labor, Presi 
dent Mitehell of the United Mine Work- 
ers’ assoclation, Secretary White of the 
Garment Makers’ association, Professor 
Jenks of the industrial commission, and 
Cecretary Easley of the National Civic 
Federation, Several officials of the 
companies controlled by the United 
States Steel corporation were called to 
the conference chamber during the day. 

The conference was asked for in be- 
half of President Gompers and Presi- 
dent Mitchell, and the request reached 
President Schwab early yesterday. He 
made favorable reply at once, and at 
12:15 o'clock the two labor leaders, ac- 
companied by the other intermediaries 
who had participated in the Pittsburg 
meetings of last week, reached the office 
of the United States Steel corporation. 

The session lasted continuously for 
more than six hours. No statement as 
to the’ proceedings was made by any of 
the participants, who positively refused 
to make any statement in connection 
with the peace plan. President Gom- 
pers said that he would be in New York 
today, and that statement was taken 
as an indication that he has not given

President Richardson of the Miners’ 
union says: “We will order a strike 
at once if we can find no other way of 
securing a settlement, Ninety percent 
of the men will walk out.” 

State Labor Commissioner Johnson is 
here, and has offered his services as 
arbitrator. The district board de- 
cided, however, that arbitration is not 
wanted for the present. : 

All the companies are preparing for 
trouble. Stockades are being built 
about the mines and guards are being 
posted. There is bad feeling between 
union and non-union men, and serious 
trouble may ensue. 

The miners’ district officials will meet 
todfiy and canvass the situation. The 
calling of the strike can hardly be avoid- 
ed now, as failure to strike would mean 
in the minds of the miners the disor- 
ganization of the union. The companies 
have offered the men every concession 
except the recognition of the union. 


Ov Murderer’s Trail 

New York, Sept. 6.—-By the confession 
of Depaline Tameline, the Italian sus- 
pect detuined in the case of the murder 
of John Francesca Dura, whose body 
was found near Yonkers, on the evening 
of Labor day, Acting Cuptain Woodraff 
says the arrest of the murderer fs a 
question of honrsonly.

Period of Exclusiveness Is Past, and 
We Must Buy as Well as Sell Our 


Goods—Must Encourage Our Mer- 
chant Marine and Bulld Canal 


Buffalo, Sept. 6.—President’s day at 
the Pan-American exposition fulfilled in 
every way the anticipations of the ex- 
position officials and the attending pub- 
lic. The people were packed in the 
esplanade, where the president, with 
Mrs. MeKinley by his side, and sur- 
rounded by a brilliant assemblage ot 
officials and diplomats, delivered an ad- 
dress at noon. 

The president's progress through the 
exposition grounds to the stadium, and 
thence to the various buildings and ex 
hibits of Canada and the South Ameri 
ean republics, was one continuous ova: 
tion. 


In his speech the president said that 
expositiops are the time-keepers of 
progress. ‘Shey record the world’s ad- 
vancement. ‘They stimulate the en- 
ergy, enterprise and intellect of the peo- 
ple, and quicken huinan genius. They 
go into the home. They broaden and 
brighten the daily life of the people. 
They open mighty storehouses of infor- 
mation to the student. Every exposi- 
tion, great or small, has helped to some 
onward step. 

At the beginning of the 19th century 
there was not a mile of steam railroad 
on the globe. Now there are enough 
miles to make its.cireuit many times.

He does not explain why he left the 
ear when he did. Ue does not know 
when he got home, because his wife 
says she was asleep and does not know 
when he entered the house. She does 
say that he came home drunk, however. 

At the inquest yesterday the hearing 
was private. The first and only wit- 
ness called was McCloud, who was sub- 
jected to a most rigid and searching ex- 
amination. The witness, who is spare 
built, shiftless looking man of about 
28, changed positions almost continual- 
ly, and at times appeared almost in- 
capable of such action. He gave con- 
tradictory accounts of his whereabouts 
on the evening in question. At the con- 
clusion of his examination he appeared 
almost dazed, and was ordered into cus- 
tody by County Attorney Matthews,

Care In Making Axes, 

An ax is subject to rigid tests before 
it is pronounced perfect. The steel must 
be of the required temper, the weight 
of all axes of the same size must be 
uniform, all must be ground alike and 
in various other ways conform to an es- 
tablished standard. The inspector who 
tests the quality of the steel does so by 
hammering the blade and striking the 
edge to ascertain whether it be too 
brittle or not. An ax that breaks dur- 
ing the test is thrown aside to be made 
over. Before the material of an ax is in 
the proper shape it has been heated five 
times, including the tempering process, 
and the ax when completed has passed 
through the hands of about 40 work-

McCloud, who had been in custody | 
pending investigation since Weduesday | 
night, was last night formally charged 
with murder, and was arrainged before 
Justice Neal. ‘The prisoner was held 
without bail for the September term of 
the York county court. 

The confession was made by Me- 
Cloud to Sheriff Fogg of Sanford. The 
deposition was taken in legal form, and 
includes all the revolting details of the 
crime. 

The respondent accounts for his fiend- 
ish work by his passion for strong drink, 
which he says deranged him mentally 
foratime. The penalty for tbe crime in 
this state is state prison for life. ° 

To Sherift Fogg, McCloud stated that 
he left his home at Kittery point at 6:30 
o'clock on Tuesday evening, reaching 
Portsmouth at 7. IIe remained in 
Portsmouth until 11 o'clock at a house 
of questionable repute. Here he drank 
a good deal of liquor and upon leaving 
for home took half a pint of whisky. 
On the trolley car on which he rode was 
SadieWaldron. She alighted at Old 

serry Line und started to walk the re 
mainder of the way home. McCloud 
stayed on the car until Hutchin’s cor 
ber was reached about 1 1-2 miles fur: 
theron. Atthe corner he vot off the car 
walked back and met the Waldron 
woman. He nade an indecent preposa) 
to her, which she resented. 

McCloud says he then knocked 
down by a blow from his fist, and con-f{ 
tinved striking her until she was insen- 
sible. He then tore her clothing and 
horribly mutilated her with his hand. 
He then drank what remained of the 
whisky he had and threw the empty 
bottle beside the body and left the spot. 
He hud torn off the bottom of the viec- 
tim’s petticoat and used it to wipe the 
blood from his hands. He threw the 
cothing into some bushes and started 
for home. He reached the house at 4 
o'clock in the morning. 

McCloud has a family. Before his 
marriage he became acquainted with 
the Waldron woman at his father’s 
house, where she was housekeeper for 
some time. Young McCloud and _ the 
woman quarrelled about a number of} 
articles which had disappeared from 
the house and which she was accused 
of stealing. The woman left the Me- 
Cloud home soon after this, and since 
that time the younger McCloud and she 
had not been friendly.

way. Every member of the cabinet 
able to travel is expected to speed at 
once to Buffalo and there a cabinet 
council will be held to decide upon the 
course to be followed by the executive 
branch. 

Vice-President Roosevelt, of conrse, 
in readiness “to do 
whatever is pecessary and to meet the 


| obligations imposed upon the vice-presi- 


dent by the constitution of the United 
States. These are contained in para- 
graph G, section 1, article 2, in the fol- 
lowing words: 

“In case of the removal of the presi- 
dent from ollice, or of his death, resig- 
pation, or inability to discharge the 
powers and duties of the said office, the 
sume shall devolve on the  vice-presi- 


, dent, ete.” 


Under the terms of this article, as 
Roosevelt is assured by 
proper authority, probably in this case 
by the senior member of the cabinet, 
Secretary Hay, he will undertake at 
once in a provisional way to discharge 
such duties as may devolve upon him. 

Much will depend upon the report of 
the physicians on the character of the 
president's injuries as to the extent to 
which Mr. Roosevelt will discharge the 
presidential he undertakes 
them at all, and it is almost certain that 
in the absence of great emergency in 
public affairs, even if called on to as- 
sume these obligations, the vice-pres!- 
dent will contine himself in the exer- 
cise of his powers to theedischarge of 
the most routine and indispensable 
functions. 

For the present, the thought of a fatal 
termination of the presideut’s condition 
is referred to with awe-like apprehen- 
sion, and there is a hopeful anticipation 
that there may be no need for meeting 
those grave emergencies which would 
follow a fatal termination of the tragie 
event. Should the worse come, hew- 
ever, it is realized that important eondi- 
tions in the public affairs of the country 
would be soon brought about. 

Whether there would be an extra ses- 
sion of congress is open to question, but 
there seems no doubt that an extra ses- 
sion of these would be essential as an 
incident to a change of administration. 
All this has been thought of here only 
in the gaguest manner and confidence is 
almost universal here based on the pres- 
idewt’s magnificent constitution, his 
present excellent physical condition and 
the tremendous stride that has been 
made since Garfield’s time in surgery 
that there will be no occasion to resort 
to the constitutional provisions made to 
meet the demise of a president in office.

Restoring the Polish.

How Pepper Is Prepared. 

The pepper plant is propagated by 
cuttings, comes into bearing three or 
four years after it is set and yields 
two crops annually for about 12 years.

BRITISH WORKER’S VIEWS. 


@ne of Party Studying American 
Conditions Predicts a Revolution. 


Thomas Graham, one of the party of 


his companions to Glen Echo to attend 
the celebration of Lithor day by the 
Washington organizations, says the 
New York Times. He compared the 
celebration here with the “demonstra- 
tions” in England, where, as at Leeds 
last year, there were thousands of men, 
with eighty bands, in a procession four 
or five miles long. 

“I believe,” he said, “that the labor 
struggles of the American working- 
man are just commencing. There 
seems to be a tendency—at least I 
think so from what I gathered from 
the remarks of the principal speaker at 
Glen Echo—for laborers to trust entire- 
ly to their organizations to bring about 
a betterment of, their conditions. We 
have advanced beyond that and look 
to legislation by parliament. We are 
now working for a Dill for eight hours 
a day and have already secured many 
reforms. 

“America being such a wild field for 
labor and the workers being so far 
separated from each other and there 
being such a mixture of various na- 
tionalities, your labor struggles are go- 
ing to be more bitter even than ours. 
In fact, I fancy that this very struggle 
of your labor interests will bring about 
a revolution instead of the economic 
evolution that we like so much in Eng- 
land. I believe that if the American 
workers had the public with them 
they might defeat capital, but not oth- 
erwise. 

“As far as I can gather, the syndi- 
cates at the top get all they can from 
the general public, and the labor syn- 
are endeavoring 
their share of the plunder 
that capital gouges from the general 
public. If your laborers would or- 
ganize to fight not only for themselves, 


but for the public good, the public 
would then step to their assistance, 
and the capitalists would be rendered 


helpless.” 


NOW A PERPETUAL LIGHT. 


Said to Have Been Made 
by a Chicagoan. 

“[T have a light of thirty-six candle 
power that will never go out unless it 


| is knocked over and the globe broken,’ 
| said George P. Magrady of Chicago, the 


inventor of the “perpetual light,” the 
said he had formed a 
company and that the new lamps will 
be placed on the market in a short 
time. 


“I happened to run into this thing by 


accident about four years ago,” Mr. 
Magrady said to a reporter of the New 


York Herald. “I was then experiment- 
ing with chemicals used in the photo- 
graph business, and fire in a small 
globe attracted my attention. I experi- 


mented and finally added another 
chemical and found that an airtight 
globe was necessary to good results. 


Of course I recognize the fact that it 
is not easy to keep a globe airtight for 
many years, but if that is done I can- 
not see why my light will pot remain 
glowing and brilliant indefinitely. 

“We are going to manufacture sev- 
eral sizes of the lamps. There will be

Mr. Magrady says his light is a white 
light and is not trying to the eyes.

The police in 
general were under the fear or favor of 
lawless instead of doing their duty and 
fearlessly enforcing the law. ‘Lhe ex- 
istence of anarchist societies was 
known, their publications are freely 


distributed all over the United states 
and in the name of liberty (°) are 
tolerated. 

We shout ‘‘this is the land of the 
free and the home of the brave.’’? But 
in the past 36 years three great and 
good Presidents have been shot down 


and no such shameful record of 
slavery to cruel passion and common 
cowardice exists in any other 
fessedly Christian nation in the world. 

This nation bas sown the wind of 
lawlessness and antagonism to right- 
eousness and it is reaping the whirl- 
wind of treason and murder. We 
earnestly pray that the people will 
rise up and filled with a terror of crime 
demand that the laws be enforced 
against all lawlessness and anarchists 
be driven from the land.

‘*T suppose we are all thinking of 
one thing, and that is the cowardly 
and traitorous attempt at assassination 
of the first officer of the republic.

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THROWN FROM TRAIN

Michael J. Barns, janitor of the | 
Adams building and court officer at the| 
district court met with a serious if not 
fatal accident Saturday night by falling 
from a train just after it had left the 
South Terminal station. 

Mr. Burns left Quincy Saturday noon 
with a prisoner for the dipsomoniac-| > 
hospital at Foxboro. He left his pris- 
oner all right and according to stories 
told arrived at the South Terimnal sta- 
tion just at the 7.28 train for Quincy 
was starting. Mr. Burns ran for the 
train and succeeded in getting on, al- 
though considerably out of breath. 
Instead of entering the car he stood on 
the platform to get his breath, 

Trains leaving the station take some 
sharp curves before reaching Dorches- 
ter, avenue, and it was while taking 
one of these that he was thrown off the 
platform. It is said that several per- 
sons pulled the bell rope, but as they 
pulled it several times. the engineer 
took no notice of it and the train did 
not stop until it reached Atlantic. 

Meanwhile employes of the railroad 
had found the injured man and had 
removed him to the hospital. Papers 
about his clothing served to fully iden- 
tify him, and word was set to the 
police and his family. It was an- 
nounced that he had fallen and re- 
ceived injaries of sucha nature that 
the physicians gave no hope of his 
recovery.- 

Word was received from the hospital 
this morning that Mr. Barns was. still 
unconscious. The physicians in attend- 
ance say that no bones were broken, 
but that his head was cut quite badly 
and he was considerably bruised.

The Tanning Process, 

The slowness of the process of tan- 
ning is largely due to the difficulty with 
which the tannin penetrates into the 
hide. As the penetration progresses 
the outer part of the hide becomes con- 
verted into leather and is thereby made 
impervious; consequently the rate of 
penetration decreases. Months of soak- 
ing in the tan pit are therefore neces- 
sary for thick hides. Many attempts 
have been made to hasten this absorp- 
tion of tannin by hide. The methods 
used include circulating the tan Mquor 
so that fresh portions are continually 
presented to the hide, forcing the quid 
through the hide by pressure and using 
strong aqueous extracts of tanning ma- 
terials. 

It has been sought to attain the same 
object by passing a current of electric- 
ity through the vat in which the hides 
are suspended. One such process has 
been found to shorter the time of tan- 
ning to a quarter of that necessary 
when no current is used, and the leath- 
er is said to be unexceptionable.—Elec- 
trical Review. 


The Eskimos, 

The old tradition that the Eskimos 
are a people of small stature is with- 
out foundation. On the contrary, in 
Labrador, Baffin Land and all around 
Hudson bay the height of the men is 
probably above rather than below the 
average of the human race; but, as a 
rule, the women, although very strong, 
are considerably shorter than the men. 
They are eseve, industrious, provident 
and comW®fmicative, in all of which 
characteristics they contrast with the 
northern tribe of Indians. 


A Wonderful Echo, 

Many wonderful echoes are known, 
but the one which takes the first place 
seems to be that of the old palace of 
Simonetta, near Milan, which forms 
three sides of a quadrangle. The re- 
port of a pistol is said to be repeated 
by this echo 60 times, and Addison, 
who visited the place on a somewhat 
foggy day, when tle air was unfavor- 
able, counted 56 repetitions. At first 
they were quick, but the intervals 
were greater in proportion as the sound 
diminished. 

A Corn Plaster. 

A medical publieation gives the fol- 
lowing formula for a corn plaster: 
Take of purified ammonia and yellow 
Wax, each two ounces; acetate of cop- 
per, six drams; melt the two first to- 
gether over the fire, and after remov- 
ing from the fire add the verdigris 
just before it grows cold. Spread the 
mixture on soft leather or linen, pare 
away the corn and apply the plaster. 
Keep it on a fortnight and then renew 
it.

A LYNCHING SENTIMENT 


MEN WIFL BREAK AWAY 


| Jnless Settlement of Steel Strike 


Expressed by the Pastor of a 
Washington Church. 


HE WOULD KILL CZOLGOSZ; 


If He Had Been Near Him and Had a 
Pistol—Assallant of President De-| 
served to Be Killed, Regardless of 


the Question of His Insanity | 

Washington, Sept. 9.— “The exigencies 
of life are such that no man living can| 
count upon the continuance of existence 
for any length of time. Among these 
exigencies are disease, accident and the 
bullet of the assassin, such as we have 
heard of in the post 40 hours. 

“That occurrence at Buffalo indicates 
that no man is safe from the shaft of | 
death. It is very difficult to get away | 
from it, and, while I baye ever beeu| 
loyal to the law and have’ ever cen- 
tended for its strict enforcement, I must } 
say that the affair of Friday has almost | 
converted me into an advocate of lynch 
law. Surely there was no occasion, 
no reason for that dreadful deed, and, 
whether the work of a sane man ora 
lunatic, there can be no justification 
for it.” 

The abore extract from the sermon 
of Dr. Naylor, presiding elder of the | 
Washington district, was the only direct | 
reference made in the regular sermon | 
preached yesterday at the Metropolitan 
Methodist Episcopal church, which is 
the church President McKiley attends 
when in Washington. 

The sermon was brief, and the Ber: | 
vice was converted into a gathering of 
symputhy for the president, Of the! 
several prayers, all were supplications | 
for the early restoration to health of the | 
president, of praise for his personality | 
and admonition to Mrs. McKinley to! 
stand firm in this trying time. | 

When the meeting finally adjourned 
the members of the congregation 
gathered about the altar, exchanging 
condolenees aud regrets. ‘These ex-! 
pressions, however, were not entirely | 
harmonious, fer mingled with the gen- 
eral conversation were remarks in dep- 
recation of Dr. Naylor's reference to the | 
sununary punishment of the president's | 
assailant, | 

It was charatcerized and condemned 
hy some as open advocacy of lynch law. | 
On the other hand there were many who 
took occasion to express to Dr. Naylor 
their complete endorsement of his posi- | 


tion. He did mot for a moment seem 
disposed to change his attitude. He 
said to those to whom he spoke: “If! 


I had been there I would have blown 
the scoundrel to atoms if I had had a 
pistol.” 


New England Sermons 
Boston, Sept. 9.--Preachers of all de-| 
nominations in’ nearly all pulpits of 
New England referred in some manner | 
to the attempted assassination of Presi- 
dent McKinley in their Sabbath  dis-! 
courses, and offered prayers for h’'s re- 
covery. Addressing a large crowd 
upon Boston Common, Rey. Benjamin 
F. McDaniel, Unitarian, declared that 
the attempt really resulted from the 
bitter personal attacks made upon the | 
president by certain “statesinen, law- 
yers and ministers in our,midst. I 
don't meun to lay this attempted assas- 
simation of President McKinley directly 
upon the anti-imperialists,” said Rey. 
Mr. McDaniel, in explanation of his 
words, “but I mean to say that the in-| 
discreet, indiscriminate attacks made | 
upon President McKinley personally 
are largely responsible for the spirit of 
unrest that moved the man to hisawful 
deed.” Said he: “Any man who lifts 
his hand agaanst the president should 
be put to an end like a rattlesnake.”

New York yesterday. Coupled with 
the supplications was thanksgiving that 
the tone of the dispatehes from Buffalo 
was encouraging.

The Styles Generally Will Be! 
Simple and Quiet. | 


DISTINOT NOVELTY IN FULL DRESS | 


Suit Will Be Made of Dark Gray 
Cloth With Collar of Shawl Pat- 
tern—The Tuxedo and Raglan Over- 
coat to Be Discarded—New Tie For 
Evening Wear. 


A canvass of the smart tailors and | 
haberdashers in New York reveals the 
fact that there are to be some radical | 
innovations in men’s wear this fall and | 
winter, says the New York Times. The 
styles, as a rule, are to be simple, and ; 
every effort is to be made to make gen- | 
tlemen as inconspicuous as possible. | 
This is by the dictate of the best dress- | 
ed Americans, men whose tastes direct | 
what the best tailors do. 

The most striking innovation for the 
fall and winter will be the discarding 
of the dinner coat, or Tuxedo. The best 
dressed men have decided that it is 
common, and the fashionable tailors 
are not making it for the coming sea- 
son's wear. In fact, the edict has now 
gone forth that no coat is smart to 
wear at any formal function or in any 
place where ladies are to be present | 
unless it has a tail to it. This is true | 
for day as well as night. The evening 
jacket has come to be regarded as al- 
most as negligee as a business coat. 

There will, however, be a new coat 
something like the Tuxedo. This new 
coat will Lave breast and side pockets 
and a silk faced shawl collar and, un- 
like the dinner jacket, will close with 
two buttons. These coats are designed 
for home and club wear and are to be 
worn with single breasted waistcoats 
and trousers of the same material, 
white shirts, black ties and either lace 
or button shoes. They are just handy 
dress coats to wear to dinner or to 
lounge around the club tn. 

Another innovation is to be the ban- 
ishment of the raglan overcoat—every 
kind of overcoat, in fact, except the 
skirted and Chesterfield patterns. The 
raglan has come to be considered com- 
mon, and the decree has been promul- 
gated that it must not be. The over- 
coats will fit the figure rather closely 
and will not look so conspicuous as the 
long flowing raglan. 

Although the overcoat is to fit the 
figure very closely, the clothes are not 
to do so. The military coat has gone, 
except for the very military or athletic 
figure. The lines of the figure are not 
to be so accentuated as they have been 
heretofore. The new jacket will be 
loose and will have a perfectly straight 
back. 

A distinct novelty in an evening suit 
will be made of a dark gray cloth, 
with a collar of the shawl pattern, the 
cost to be faced with gray silk. The 
trousers and waistcoat will be made 
of the same material as the coat. 
These suits are not expected to be 
worn except at stag affairs, at hotels 
and clubs and at the theater when wo- 
men are not in the party. 

“Smart” tailors are making trousers 
rather wide, but avoiding the pegtop 
form. The trousers are about 1744 
inches at the knee and 151% inches at 
the bottom. They will hang perfectly 
straight from the hips. 

In all evening clothes the white 
waistcoat will have a prominent place. 
These waistcoats will be made both 
single and double breasted and will 
have buttons covered with the same 
material of which the waistcoat is 
made. In the evening clothes most 
well dressed men will wear there will 
be no changes worth recording. The 
frock coat, too, will be virtually the 
same as last year. 

The dark colored shirt is gone for the 
present. White shirts will prevail, and 
when colors are used at all they will be 
only in the simplest shades, generally 
{in some small figure on a white back- 
ground. The shirts will have fine lines, 
and the bosom will be just as wide as 
A few of the 
dress shirts will have very fine ribbed 
pique bosoms, but the pique bosom is 
not so popular, and most shirts will! 
have only the plain bosom. The color- 
ed shirts that are to be worn will be 
unusually neat. The figures are print- 
ed on madoplans or on satin broches 
or percales. The former fabrics are 
given more attention by the fine haber- 
dashers than percales:are. The figures 
are geometricals in black, dark blue, 
red or lavender. A few stripes, narrow 
and widely spaced, will also be worn. 

In Collars there will be a reversion 
te the old wing design. The high turn- 
ed down affair, it is expected, will 
gradually lose its vogue. There are to 
be some collars designed of an entirely 
hew shape, but the prevailing styles 
will be the wing, the poke and the 
straight stander. These will be made 
in both wide and narrow stitching. 
The wing collar with the wide stitch- 
ing will not be as smart as that with 
the narrow stitching, owing to the lia- 
bility of the edge where the wing ends 
to swell and gap. The wing collars 
have well balanced, moderately spaced 
wings, the bottom of the wings form- 
ing a straight line. There will be some 
very large wings. 

With the banishment of the high 
turned down collar the bow tie will go. 
There will be very few bows of any 
kind, notwithstanding the craze in Eng- 
land over the bow with the hanging 
wings. In all ties dark colors will pre- 
vail. The shades will be quiet, though 
distinct, and there will be some colors 
that have not before been introduced in 
the United States. One of these will 
be the paisley shade, which is a blend- 
ing of a great variety of colors. You 
can lock at a tie made of this coloring 
and see there any color you want to!

All forms of cravats will be large. 
The culrosses will be very broad and 
soft, and the ascots, as last year, will 
be wide of end and free of lining. The 
one time over ascot will again be popu- 
lar, it is thought, and small stickpins 
will be worn with it. The best four-in- 
hands will have a wide end and be 
graduated to a two inch width at the 
knot. What bows will be sold at all 
will be of the batswing shape. For 
wear on evening occasions there is a 
new tie. It is cut perfectly straight, 
has square ends and is of uniform 
width throughout. When tied, it shows 
a square, fat centerpiece, and the ends 
stand out straight and come to the edge 
of the shirt bosom. 

White gloves, heavy and with strong 
seams, are to be worn on all formal 
occasions except afternoon receptions, 
when the pearl gray glove will be prop- 
er. Pearl gloves for street wear will 
be no longer correct, only the dark 
skinned kid, with self stitching and 
heavy seams, will be the thing. The 
pearl,glove is considered too feminine 
for street wear, the haberdashers say. 

There will be no stripes for the socks 
that will be worn this fall. The smart- 
est designs will be hand embroidered 
in spots, divans and circles. The col- 
ors will be dark, and the hose will not 
be conspicuous at all. 

It is rather early yet for the fall hats, 
but some of the hatters have already 
shown a fall hat that is considered 
very smart. It is of soft felt, of dark 
gray color and has a brim 34% inches 
wide. This brim is the distinctive thing 
about this hend covering. It is safe to 
say, however, that the smart hats will 
all have wide brims. 

Shoes display an evolution. The style 
is a very heavy shoe, with large, round- 
ed toe. Low shoes will be worn during 
the autumn and on pleasant days dur- 
ing the winter, but many look upon 
the low shoe as a winter fad. The pat- 
ent leather shoes with kid tops will be 
the formal footwear. Shoes will be 
very plain for dress and quite elabo- 
rately trimmed for negligee and busi- 
ness wear. 


MAGNETIC OBSERVATORY. 


Description of One to Be Erected at 
Sitka. 

A dispatch from Sitka to the San 
Francisco Chronicle says that the gov- 
ernment will soon commence the con- 
struction there of a magnetic observa- 
tory for the terrestrial division of the 
coast survey. The observatory is one 
of four to be constructed by the gov- 
ernment for the purpose of defining the 
deviation of the magnetic pole from 
the true north and will be one of the 
greatest importance to the coast sur- 
vey in marking mariners’ courses on 
the charts. At present it is known that 
charts ten or more years old are in 
many cases worthless owing to the 
deviation of the magnetic pole. It is to 
overcome this and correct errors in 
charts that the observatories are to be 
built. One is in operation at Chelten- 
ham, Md., one is to be erected on the 
north Atlantie coast, one in Sitka and 
one in Honolulu. 

The construction of the observatory 
involves infinite pains to insure the in- 
terior free from all effects of heat, cold 
and dampness. The walls, roof and 
floor will be of extraordinary thick- 
hess, packed with sawdust and having 
air spaces between the walls. Inside 
there will be a room containing the 
delicate mechanism necessary for the 
investigation. This mechanism will con- 
sist of small magnets suspended by 
mineral fibers. To each magnet will be 
attached a tiny mirror, on which a ray 
of light will be allowed to fall. This 
ray of light will be reflected on a slow- 
ly revolving cylinder covered with sen- 
sitized photographic paper. By this 
method the lateral deviation as well 
as the dip of the magnetic pole from 
the true north can be noted and allow- 
ances made. Dr. H. W. M. Edmonds 
of the coast survey is in charge of the 
work. 


IRRIGATION RESERVOIRS. 


Congress to Be Asked to Make Ap- 
propriations. 

A popular movement in certain parts 
of the west is apt to have considerable 
attention before the next congress, It 
will be in favor of appropriation by 
the national government for the con- 
struction of irrigation reservoirs and 
attendant works for the reclamation of 
arid lands, says the Washington Star. 
Such work would open up an immense 
and rich field for settlement, and the 
land would be far more productive 
than is other land on the plains. | 

So productive will be this irrigated 
land that the extent of a homestead 
will doubtless be reduced to 40 instead 
of 160 acres, as many of those familiar 
with irrigated land of the kind of the 
mnillions of acres that could be made 
available in the west declare that one 
acre will be far more productive than 
four acres under ordinary conditions. 
More crops can be raised and with 
practically an assurance against fail- 
ures. This movement for national ap- 
propriations for irrigating work will 
be opposed by men from some states, 
who will plead for “economy,” and by 
many farmers of the middle west and 
east who do not care about increasing 
the competition they now have in the 
raising of cereals. 


Small Fortune In a Wheat Bin, 

John Walaum, a farmer near La- 
crosse, Wis., found the other day in a 
bin of wheat a sack of gold, notes and 
securities placed there by his father, 
who died over two years ago, Says the 
New York Times. Ever since the; 
death of his father Mr. Walaum had 
been looking for money which he was 
convinced his father had concealed 
somewhere on the farm. While meas- 
uring wheat preparatory to taking it 
to market the son found the sack of 
money and securities, the value of 
which runs over $2,000.

Butfalo, Sept. 10,—Czolgosz, the assail- 
ant of President MeKinley, went 
threugh another long examination yes- 
terday at the hands of the police offi- 
tials, but emerged from it without hav- 
ing added anything material to their 
knowledge of the case. 

The chief effort of the detectives was 
to draw from the prisoner some admis- 
sion as to his accomplices, but he per- 
gistently stuck to his denial that he was 
way in the commission

assisted in any 
of his crime. 


Was resorted to in the effert to obtain the 
information, but the prisoner main- 
tained his position and could not be 


shaken. In answer to questions he 
neain went over the events of Friday, 
nnd told, subsequently, the same story 
tis in the original confession. 

Czolgosz carefully weighed his an- 
pwers, aud when conclusions that he 
did not approve were taken from his 
statements, insisted upon making ex- 
planations of his exact meaning. The 
police have about concluded that more 
effective work on the plot theory can 
be done on the outside, although Czol- 
gosz will probably have-another ex- 
perience with the third degree of police 
craft today. 

The general investigation of the case 
progresses slowly because the men on 
it must cover a large amount of prelim- 
inary ground before they do effective 
work. According to the local author!- 
ties, the police of the country know very 
little about the anarchists. They say 
that secret service men do not show any 
special familiarity with them, and that 
there does not seem to be a single city 
police department in the country that 
has more than a general knowledge of 
them. Members of the Buffalo foree 
admit that they have never given Amer- 
fecan anarchists serious consideration, 

Since the president was shot, they 
have found that there are at least 20 
avowed anarci@sts in Buffalo. Here 
as elsewhere, it has been necessary for 
the detectives to first satisfy themselves 
as to the idetitity of men whom they 
never had occasion to watch before. No 
other arrests have been made In con- 
nection with the case, and the local po- 
lice say that they do not anticipate any 
for the present. 

It is believed that both Emma Gold- 
man and Julius Schwab will be detained 
by the police whenever they are found, 
Superintendent bull has made a general 
request to the police of the country that 
any one suspected of.¢omplelty be de- 
tained and examined, 
Chicago, Cleveland, 
middle-state citles are co-operating with 
the local officers in tracing out the move- 
ments of the prisoner before the crime, 
and Superitendent Bull says that they 
have practically accounted for him for 
the six weeks that preceded his arrival 
at Buffalo. 

Czolgosz is still kept secluded, and the 
detectives are the only ones who haye 
neeess to him. He Is still strong and 
healthy, aud euts well. Knowledge of 
the condition of the president is kept 
from him. Ile knows that on Friday 
night the president was still alive, but 
has been given no information since 
then. 

Not once since his confinement, either 
in talking with his guards or when up 
for examination, has he asked as to the 
fate of his vietim. 

No plans for the arraignment of the 
prisoner have been considered by Dis- 
trict Attorney Penney.

BOTH SURPASS ENGLAND 


America and Germany Now Lead 
as World’s Shipbuilders. 


YANKEE INDUSTRY IS GAINING. 


Professor von Halle, In a Report to 


the German Government, Praises | throw the water out of the pot and fill |

the Uniied States—Likens New Cam- 
den Yards to Sew Krupp Works at 
Kiel. 


America and Germany have sup- 
planted England as the world’s ship- 
builders. This is the substance of an 
official report about to be tendered to 


the German government by Professor | C00l place. Next morning trim it and 


Ernst von Halle, says a special cable 
dispatch from Berlin to the Chicago 
Record-Herald. In the capacity of spe- 
cial commissioner of the imperial ad- 
miralty, Dr. von Halle has just con- 
cluded an exhaustive investigation of 
the shipyards of Germany, Great Bri- 
tain, France, Holland and the United 
States. The story is replete with trib- 
utes to the greatness of the Yankee 
maritime industry. Thirty-seven out 
of forty-seven pages of the report that 
deal with foreign countries are devoted 
to the American shipyards. The au- 
thor asserts that the United States 
needs to acknowledge no masters in 
the art of shipbuilding. In the report 
Dr. von Halle says: 

“The shipyards of the United States 
are incomparably equipped for thor- 
ough, economical and rapid production. 
This is due primarily to the splendid 
transportation arrangements of the 
yard areas, the employment of the 
most improved type of hoisting ma- 
chinery and the widespread use of 
pneumatic tools. 

“With the enormous expansion of 
trade the time is not far distant when 
there will be shipyards in America at 
every important ocean and lake point. 
The time is also not far distant when 
America will join Germany in occupy- 
ing the same relation to the world’s 
vessel supply that has been held by 
England for so long. Germany's ship- 
ping needs are in excess of its own 
productive abilities, and, while hereto- 
fore we have been supplied exclusively 
by English boatbuilders, it 1s distinct- 
ly probable that we will shortly go to 
the United States whenever there is a 
deficiency to be filled. 

“America’s only scarcity is in native 
designing and engineering talent. That 
this condition is both actual and urgent 
I gathered from the fact that the con- 
sulting engineers of two of the largest 
shipyards on the Atlantic coast are 
English importations. Withal, America 
‘s able today to build as good ships 
as anybody and buijid them almost as 
quickly and as cheaply. 

“The new Camden yards in New Jer- 
sey are like the sew Krupp works at 
Kiel and, as they are backed by un- 
limited capital, ave destined to beene- 
of the model establishments of the 
world. America’s strongest advantage 
over England is her freedom from the 
tyranny of the British workman, 
where mistaken hostility to modern 
practices may eventually crowd John 
Bull’s dockyards to the realm of the 
obsolete. 

“The yachtbuilders of America are 
pre-eminent. The kaiser has lately 
taken occasion to say as much. The 
ocean speed laurels, however, are not 
likely to be wrested soon from Germa- 
ny, although the friendly rivalry of 
the Hamburg and American and the 
German Lloyd lines insures us the pre- 
miership at least until the champion 
German figures are equaled. It should 
be remembered that increases in speed 
nowadays come only a half knot at a 
time, so that America and England 
have much to accomplish before they 
can hope to distance the records of 
the Deutschland or the Kaiser Wil- 
helm der Grosse. So far America is 
belind in the matter of speed, as it has 
nothing better than the St. Paul of the 
American line, while Great Britain 
has produced the Lucania and the 
Campania. An oflicer of the Atlantic 
Transport line told’me while I was in 
America that his company proposed to 
build a thirty knot ship within the 
next four years, but such a hope in the 
present stage of the American mar!- 
time industry is an idle dream.”

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SOUTH AFRICA’S FUTURE. 


Predicted That Johannesburg Will 
Reach 500,000 Population, 

In a report to the state department at 
Washington Consul General Stowe, at 
Cape Town, declares that in 1900 the 
United States exported a _ greater 
amount of goods to South Africa than 
ever before. 

If the permission of the Portuguese 
government can be obtained, he says, a 
railroad will be built from Delagoa bay 
to Johannesburg. He declares Johan- 
nesburg probably will reach a popula- 
tion of 500,000. The consul general 
quotes Lord Roberts as saying that 
American are superior to either Cape or 
English wagons. .

Leaving For Home 

The vice-president, members of the 
cabinet, Senator Hanna, and the other 
distinguished friends of the president 
who have remained here to await the 
issue, accepted the verdict of the phy- 
sicians yesterday as practically conclu- 
sive and there was an exodus of those 
who considered their presence no longer 
necessary. Vice-President Roosevelt 
left last night for his home at Oyster 
tay, Senator Hanna returned to Cleve- 
land on business, to be gone two days, 
and Controller Dawes went back to 
Washington. Abner McKinley, the 
president's brother, will remain a few 
days longer, but the members of his 
family have returned home, and Mrs. 
Dunean and several other relatives of 
the president have gone. Judge Day, 
long and closely associated with the 
president, returned to Canton  yester- 
day afternoon, The tive members of the 
cabinet still here willremain a few days, 
rather as friends who have been inti- 
mately associated with the president for 
years than as public officials, 

The president’s physicians have been 
impressed with his remarkable re- 
ecuperative powers, and the rapidity of 
his improvement. Ordinarily an in- 
cision for such an operation as was per- 
formed upon the chief executive should 
heal within three weeks, but in the 
president's case it may be strong enough 
for him to be moved a little sooner, 

Within the sick room many evidences 
of the patient’s improvement were ap- 
parent. ‘The president himself began 
to show confidence in his ability to care 
for himself, and from time to time he 
would carefully turn himself, and gain 
a more restful position. On Monday 
he took the precaution to ask if he might 
move, but yesterday he changed his 
position of his own volition, without 
difficulty. ‘The nurses naturally ob- 
served with care these evidences of 
growing strength and courage, and were 
ready to see that there was no undue 
tax on the president's strength or the 
straining of the wound. These slight 
movements from side to side are all 
that he has attempted thus far.

The importance of this feeding by the 
mouth is that it will restore the normal 
action of the stomach for the first time 
since that organ had both its walls 
pierced by a bullet.

atisfied that the time has come to re- 
i. these normal functions, and the 
four days which have elapsed since the 
wounds in the stomach were closed 
give every assurance that the sutures 
‘are sufficiently healed to allow nature 
to resume her sway. 

Although the house was fairly em- 
Dowered with flowers yesterday, sent 
as tokens af sympathy and gratitude, 
none of the sweet-scented blossoms 
were taken to the president's chamber, 
The most rigid system of simplicity pre- 
vails there, and sentiment is not allowed 
to qualify the stern requirements of 
the case. The only persons admitted 
to the sick room yesterday, other than 
the doctors and attendants, were Mrs. 
MeKinley and Secretary Cortelyou. 

Although the patient has been pro- 
nounced out of danger, no member of 
the cabinet has yet been within the sick 
room, 

A Talk With Roosevelt 

Vice-President Roosevelt left the city 
last night at 9:30 for Oyster Bay, par- 
fectly confident that the president will 
recover. Questioned as to the mode of 
procedure as far as the state was con- 
cerned, he said: 

“IT see no need for the call of an extra- 
ordinary grand jury. The grand jury 
now in session, composed of American 
citizens, will undoubtedly take care of 
the would-be assassin and the authori- 
ties of Erie county will, for county, state 
and national pride, make a vigorous 
prosecution. Unless Governor Odell is 
asked to interfere, I see no need of his 
calling an extra term or deputizing an 
assistant attorney-general to prosecute.” 

Asked as to the enacting of legislation 
against anarchists he said: “I have not 
thought much on the the matter. What 
has disturbed me has been to find a 
reason for even anarchists to attack a 
man like President McKinley. Here |s 
the one country where they are allowed 
perfect freedom of speech. Here as the 
ruler is a man, descended from farmer 
stock, self-made. Here is a man who 
has no fortune or no means other than 
that which he may manage to save out 
of his salary as president. Vrobably 
many a working man in the United 
States has as large an amount of real 
estate as Mr. McKinley. In addition 
he is a kindly disposed Christian gen- 
ileman and in every great emergency 
in which he could act he has been a 
friend of the common people. Why 
should he be then shot at then, even by 
anarchists?” 

Wound Reopened 

Late last night there was a slight 
scare at the Milburn residence, caused 
by the protracted visit of the consulting 
physicians, who remained almost two 
hours, and this was increased by the 
announcement in the official bulletin, 
issued just before midnight, that a 
slight irritation of the exterior wound, 
discovered only last night, had neces- 
sitated the opening of the wound. 

As explained in the bulletin, which all 
the doctors signed, this irritation was 
attributed to the fact that a small frag- 
ment of the president’s coat had been 
carried tnte the body by the bullet, and, 
although this foreign substance was re- 
moved, a slight disturbance had de- 
veloped, which made necessary — the 
opening of the wound. ‘The doctors 
seek to allay all apprehension by the 
positive statement that this incident 
cannot give risato other complications, 
and their frankness in giving the news 
to the public leaves no reason to ques- 
tion their entire good faith. 

The irritation was not in any way the 
result even of a suggestion of blood 
poisoning, ‘Whe opening of the wound 
was in no sense an operation. Several 
of the stitches were taken out, and, af- 
ter a thorough antiseptic w ashing of 
the infiamed tissue, the wound was again 
sewed. No anaesthetics were neces- 
sary. 

After the bulletin was issued, Seere- 
tary Cortelyou and Mr, Milburn came 
to the press tent to dispel any alarm that 
might have aiisen, with positive as- 
surances of the unimportance of the in- 
cident. Secretary Corteylou  an- 
nounced that there would not be another 
consultation until morning. After this 
all was quiet at the Milburn house. Dr. 
Rixey and Dr. Wasdin remained on duty 
throughout the night. 

Prayed For Speedy Recovery 

Washington, Sept. 11.—An inter-de- 
nominational service of prayer for the 
speedy recovery of President McKinley 
was held last night at the Metropolitan 
M. E. church, which the stricken Pres- 
ident and Mrs. McKinley usually at- 
tend in Washington. Rey. Dr. Naylor's 
remarks were very temperate. A half 
dozen ministers made addresses and of- 
fered prayer, while appropriate hymns 
were sung at intervals by the congrega- 
tion. 

Baltimore, Sept. 11.—It is estimated 
that fully 75,000 persons attended the 
services of prayer for the recovery of 
President McKinley in the various 
churches of this city yesterday.

EMMAGOLDMAN CAUGHT | 


Chicago Police Found Her at 
Home of a Friend 


“ALL MEN BORN EQUAL” 


Cannot See Why More Fuss Should 
Be Made Over President Than Any- 
body Else—Denies Complicity With 
Czolgosz In Shooting of President 


Chicago, Sept. 11.—Emma Goldman, 
under whose red banner Leon Czolgosz 
claims he stands, and whose address, he 


says, led him to attempt the life of 
President McKinley, was arrested here 
yesterday. 


She disclaims all but the slightest 
acquaintance with the president's as- 
sailant; she denies absolutely that she, 
or anarchists she knew, were implicated 
in any plot to kill the president. She 
said she believed Czolgosz acted en- 
tirely on his own responsibility, and 
that he never claimed to have been In- 
spired by her.

‘The president, she averred, was an 
insignificant being toher—a mere human 
atom, whose life or death were matters 


of supreme indifference to her or to any 
anarchist. Czolgosz’s act was foolish, 
yet she declared it probably had its 
inspiration in the misery which the Pole 
had seeu about him. Violence, she 
said, was not a tenct in the faith of the 
anarchist, and she had not advocated it. 

Miss Goldman arrived in Chicago 
Sunday morning from St. Louis. Her 
immunity from arrest afforded her 
much amusement. She told, in sen- 
tences punctuated with laughter, of her 
eapture. In her conversation with re- 
porters the excitement she was labor- 
ing under was suppressed, and only 
once did she break down completely. 
That was when Captain Schuettler led 
her from the otlice of Chief of Police 
O'Neill to the cab which was waiting 
to convey her to the woman’s annex at 
the Harrison street police station. For 
© moment she became a woman, pure 
and simple, and cried. In a moment, 
however, this exhibition o7 distress was 
over. 

She said her purpose in coming to Chi- 
eago was to assist the anarchists who 
were arrested several days ago. She 
had intended to give herself up to the 
police, but delayed it until the police 
she derided so much had taken the mat- 
ter in their own hands, 

fate in the day Miss Goldman was In- 
terviewed in the woman's annex at the 
police station by an Associated Press 
reporter. Miss Goldman said: 

“I feel sure that the police are help- 
ing us more than I could do in 10 years. 
They are making more anarchists than 
the most prominent people connected 
with the anarchist cause coald make in 
10 years. If they will only continue 
I shall be very grateful; they will save 
me lots of work.” 

“What do you think of your own ar- 
rest?” she was asked. 

“If I told you,” she replied, “it would 
look somewhat conceited. Not only my 
arrest, but the others smack of the Hay- 
market affair. The police are very 
much in disrepute all over the country 
and they wish to do something to clear 
themselves. They are trying to make 
it an anarchist plot; if they wish to 
make up a case they may succeed.” 

Referring to the would-be assassin 
Miss Goldman said: 

“I feel that the man is one of those 
unfortunates who has been driven by 
despair and misery to commit the deed. 
I feel very deeply with him, as an in- 
dividual, as I would feel with anybody 
who suffers. If I had means I would 
help him as much as I could; I would 
see that he had counsel and that justice 
was done him.” 

When asked why she did not appear 
before the police when she learned that 
she was wanted, Miss Goldman said: 
“Tor reasons of my own I did not make 
myself known; I like to fool the police 
whenIcan. The very fact that I came 
to Chicago shows that I had no inten- 
tion of hiding myself. If I had wanted 
to I would have been able to go from 
St. Louis right across to Canada, and 
then they would have looked for mea 
long time.” 

“When I arrived in Chieago, I went 
to a hotel and registered under an as- 
fumed name. LaterI went tothe home 
of C. P. 
a business way for about a year. As 
far as I know he is not an anarchist.” 

Asked if she thought Czolgosz’s act 
was praiseworthy from her view point, 
she answered: “I am not In a position 
to say whether it was good or bad, It

do it. What I don’t see is why they 
should make more fuss over the presi- 
dent than anybody else. All men are 
born equal.” 

“As to my arrest, if the police had 
waited a few minutes longer they would 
have saved themselyes the trouble and 
the glory. 1 was about to give myself 
up. 

“I was born in St, Petersburg, Russia, 
83 years ago. I came to this country 
with my sister, who is now In Rochester, 
18 years ago. I speak Russian, Ger- 
man, French and English, I came 
from the middle class In Russia, but my 
heart has always been with the poor 
and down-trodden. The injustice of 
the Haymarket prosecution made an 
anarchist of me. 1 have taught the 
ereed of anarchy ever since.” 

She was held on a warrant sworn ‘out 
by Captain Colleran, charging her with 
conspiracy to murder the president. As 
her co-conspirators, were named the an- 
archists already in jail here, 

“I shall insist upon an immediate 
hearing,” she said. “They want me to 
go to New York without requisition pa- 
pers, but I will not go; I know the legal 
ropes, and I'll make them fight every 
step. And I'm not afraid to go at that.” 


Maggio’ 3 Record 

Kansas City, Sept. 11.—An investiga- 
tion of the local record of Antonio Mag- 
gio reveals the fact that he was the 
leader of a considerable band of an- 
archists in Kunsas City two years ago. 
These men held regular meetings In the 
rear of a barber shop kept by Maggio, 
and it is stated that the “removal” of 
the President of the United States was 
the principal subject of diseussion. 
Magzio and his associates, all of whorn 
were Italians, were disciples of Emma 
Goldman, for whom Maggio had a sort 
of veneration. 

Silver City, N. M., Sept. 11.—Antonio 
Maggio, the alleged anarchist, who was 
arrested at Santa Rita on suspicion of 
being implicated in the attempted as- 
sassination of President McKinley, was 
placed in jail here yesterday, to await 
instructions from Washington. No re- 
porters have been allowed to see the 
prisoner, and the officers refuse to talk 
about the case.

Boston, Sept. 11.—The street urchins 
of Boston had a lively time in two sec- 
tions of the city last night, making life 
unpleasant for Nathan Fingold and 
Louis Gordon, anarchists, both of whom 
had been at the police headquarters 
earlier in the day. ‘The police quizzed 
them very closely, but practically noth- 
ing was obtained. Demonstrations by 
the youngsters became so pronounced 
that police guards were placed over the 
houses of both men last night. 


Proposed Law Against Anarchism 

Austin, Sept. 11.—A special commis- 
sion has reported a resolution to the 
legislature recommending that all states 
In the union enact and enforce the most 
stringent laws for the suppression of 
anarchism in this country.

HELD FOR CONSPIRACY | DEPARTED 


Emma Goldman’s Case Con- 
tinued to Sept. 19 


NOT ADMITTED TO BAIL 


Arguments For Writs of Habeas Core 
pus Will Be Heard Tomorrow—Her 


Counsel Says Constitutional Re- 


quirements Have Been Ignored 


Chicago, Sept. 12.—Magistrate Prin- 
diville yesterday decided that Emma 
Goldman, the anarchistic lecturer ua- 
der arrest here, should be held until Fri- 
day next, without bail, pending the de- 
cision of similar cases in the supreme 
court. 

‘The magistrate will decide tomorrow 
whether she shall be held without bail 
or be relaased under bonds until the 
preliminary hearing of the charge 
against her, which is set for Sept. 19. 

Miss Goldman had not secured coun- 
sel, but declas@d that she was ready to 
act as her own attorney. ‘The assist- 
ant city prosecutor, however, obtained 
a continufnce of the hearing till Sept. 
19, the date set for the hearing of the 
other Chicago anarchists in custody. Mr. 
Owens, the prosecutor, stated that the 
result of an investigation at Buffalo was 
being awaited. 

The court postponed its decision in the 
matter of bail, which Miss Goldman 
demanded the privilege of furnishing, 
until later in the day. While waiting, 
Judge Chetlain, in the superior court, 
held the other anarchists until Friday, 
when, he said, he would hear arguments 
in the application for writs of habeas 
corpus, 

As the charge against Miss Goldman, 
“conspiracy to murder William McKin- 
ley,” is the one lodged against the local 
anarchists, who are named as co-con- 
spirators with Miss Goldman, Magis- 
trate Prindiville thought it wise to 
await the decision of the higher court. 
He said it would not be necessary for 
counsel to apply for a writ for Miss 
Goldinan, as he would deal exactly with 
Miss Goldman as Judge Chetlain did 
with the other prisoners. 

Miss Goldman was later represented 
by lawyers Brown, Geeting and Saltiel. 
Lawyer Geeting argued that the matter 
must be disposed of according to well 
known rules of law. “When a party is 
brought into court, charged with any 
criminal offense,” he said, “that party 
has a right to an immediate hearing. 
The constitution of Illinois declares that 
all persons shall be bailable by sufficient 
sureties, except for capital offenses, 
where the proof is evident and the pre- 
sumption great. In this case,” he said, 

“the affidavit filed does not conform with 
the law, which requires an oral 
examination, the aftidavit to be based on 
that oral examination. It should be 
upon personal knowledge as to the facts. 

“That,” said counsel, “is a provision of 
the constitution which we are all sworn 
to support, and the ignoring of which 
is a denial of the right of government 
to guarantee the rights of the citizen.” 
Counsel then contended that none of 
these constitutional requirements had 
been complied with in the case of Miss 
Goldman. 


Czolgosz Is Nervous 

Buffalo, Sept. 12.—Czolgosz has begun 
to look extremely pale and worn, as well 
as nervous. He has very little appe- 
tite. He does not know yet of the ar- 
rest of Emma Goldman. The police 
officials are intending to spring this in- 
formation suddenly at their next inter- 
view with him, hoping thereby to sur- 
prise him into giving them some infor- 
mation as to her part in the plot, if she 
had any part in It. 


Conspiracy Charge Against Maggio 

Silver City, N. M., Sept. 12.—The pre- 
liminary hearing of Antonio Maggio, the 
anarchist, will occur on Sept. 21. A 
deputy United States marshal yesterday 
swore out a warrant for his detention, 
charging him with conspiracy to kill 
in the United States. He denies state- 
ments credited to him relative to a pre- 
diction of the death of the president 
and Emperor William of Germany. 


Kropotkin’s Opinion of Czolgosz 

Loudon, Sept. 12.—Prince Kropotkin, 
the Russian revolutionist, in an inter- 
view with a representative of a news 
agency on the attempted assassination 
of VPresident McKinley, characterized 
Czolgosz as “a common murderer,” and 
said he should be dealt with as such. 
Kropotkin refused to express an opin- 
jon on the political significance of the 
Anarchist’s act. 

No Proof of Conspiracy 

Camden, N. J., Sept. 12.—Ethelbert 
Stone, who was arrested on suspicion of 
being an accomplice and aiding and 
abetting the attempted assassination 
of President McKinley, was released 
yesterday. The secret service agents 
could find nothing incriminating against 
him. 


Driven From Switzerland 
Geneva, Sept. 12.—Taffai, a dangerous 
anarchist and a friend of Bresci, has 
been expelled from Switzerland. He 
asserts that he intends to proceed to 
the United States.

of the America’s cup two years ago.

tion of wind and weather, and fora sec- 
ond time she was chosen to battle with 
a foreign craft for the title to the treas- 
ured trophy. 

There was no Ggg-dipping nor any evi- 
dence that success was wished the Co- 
lumbia as she was towed out of the 
harbor yesterday afternoon. ‘Those 
about the boat shops, including the 
members of the firm, were busy with 
other work. The sailors on the Constl- 
tution had nothing to say, and Captain 
Rhodes was vowhere to be seen, Even 
the Park City, which towed the Colum- 
bia, gave no parting whistle. 

The Columbia is to stop at Newport, 
and is due in New York the latter part of 
the week, when she will be docked for 
cleaning and for measurement the first 
of next week.

What Santos-Dumont Says of 
His New Machine. 


FUTURE OF STEERABLE BALLOONS 


Daring Brazilian Believes They Will 
Take the Place of Trains—Says His 
New Propeller Will Make About One 
Hundred and Sixty Revolutions a 
Minute. 


M. Santos-Dumont, the daring bal- 
loonist, has been working day and 
night to complete his new flying ma- 
chine, his sixth, in which he hopes to 
circle the Eiffel tower. Like Lipton, 
the question of expense never bothers 
bim. He seeks the prize, no matter 
what it may cost. 

“Everything is now ready for my 
next ascent,” said M. Santos-Dumont 
to the Chicago American's Paris cor- 
respondent. “After weeks of prodig- 
ious labor since the wreck of my last 
balloon I have created another, and 
today (Aug. 31) for the first time I 
have taken things a bit leisurely. This 
balloon, which I call Santos-Dumonut 
VIL., seems to be satisfactory. 

“It is only by experiment that we 
have been able to advance gradually 
until the conquest of the air is within 
our grasp. When the Santos-Dumont 
I. was built, we were groping. The 
Santos-Dumont VI. sees us within 
sight of the promised land. One he- 
comes an aeronaut just as a man be- 
comes a sailor, except that the former 
calling is much more exciting, and an 
aeronaut is never weighed down by a 
spirit of melancholy such as often 
marks the seaman. 

“There are many fine points to be 
considered in making a balloon. Evy- 
erything should be tight and well 
made. The motor should be strong. 
The rudder of a good balloon must be 
exactly poised. The question of hy- 
drogen is of prime importance. We 
manufacture it In our laboratory by 
pouring water and sulphuric acid over 
steel filings. It is then dried by paés- 
ing through chloride of calcium, saw- 
dust and lime. We remove the heavy, 
dangerous carbonic acid by a device 
containing caustic soda. This leaves 
the hydrogen very light, with a lifting 
power of more than 1,000 grams per 
cubic meter. Then there are automatic 
valves which on the one hand must 
not be too sensitive, yet must be suffi- 
ciently so. If net sensitive enough, the 
pressure upon the balloon becomes 
dangerous. 

“The propeller of the new airship 
makes about 160 revolutions a minute. 
This enables me to make headway 
against the wind, although I will select 
the best weather conditions possible 
for my next trial. I expect little difil- 
culty so far as ascensional capacity is 
concerned. The steering is a great ques- 
tion. I hope to make the trip from 
St. Cloud around the Eiffel tower in 
twenty minutes.” 

It is no more a new sensation for 
satiated appetite that this young South 
American millionaire is seeking. His 
daring flights are net for the purpose 
of creating temporary fame on the 
boulevard. He is studying this work- 
ing seriously to solve the great prob- 
lem of aerial navigation and has star- 
tling views of the future revolutions 
which may result from the present 
experiments. 

“I look upon the Santos-Dumont VI. 
as the nucleus of a navy of airships,” 
he said. “Within a few years the 
steerable balloons will take the place 
of trains. We shall sail over the Alps 
instead of tunneling through them. 
We shall cross the Atlantic without 
wetting our ship. We shall make a 
tour of the world in a time short 
enough to frighten even Fitzmorris, 
the Chicago Loy who went around 
the world in sixty days. The steerable 
balloon will be a frightful instrument 
ef war. Its hovering presence would 
demoralize an army. The*soldiers go 
to war, the king stays at home, but 
a balloon might be sent to dismantle 
his castle. 

“A steerable balloon would have 
brought the empress of China promptly 
to her senses. It can be used for car- 
rying all sorts of messages and can 
throw bombs from midair into ships 
and forts. With wireless telegraphy 
we can send messages back and forth 
to earth. Its possibilities are illimita- 
ble.” 


King Alfred's Camp. 

The approaching millenary of Alfred 
the Great lends special interest to the 
estate of Winklebury, in Hampshire, 
now in the market, says the London 
Chronicle. It contains the well kraown 
circular camp of that name, said to 
have formed a stronghold of Alfred. 
Excavations just made by Reginald 
Smith of the British museum have 
brought to light fragments of ancient 
British pottery. An examination was 
also made in the autumn of last year, 
and on both occasions bones of extinct 
animals have been discovered showing 
traces of fire, probably sacrificial. The 
camp is believed to have existed before 
the Roman invasion. It was occupied 
as late as the seventeenth century by 
the parliamentary forces when besieg- 
ing Basing House. 


London Wants a Sanitary College. 
A movement is on foot for the estab- 
lishment of a sanitary college, the idea 
being the erection of a large building 
in which to carry on the work of edu- 
cation in sanitary science now being 
conducted at the Parkes museum, says 
a London correspondent. This last 
hamed institution was founded in 1876 
in memory of the late Edmund Alex- 
ander Parkes, the first professor of 
hygiene in England. It is really a pub- 
lic demonstration school and has been 
the means of preparing a large number 
of men for useful public health work. 


Insects and X Rays. 

A writer in The American X Ray 
Journal tells of some unusual experi- 
ments upon insects with Roentgen rays. 
A box was made, half of wood and 
half of sheet lead. In the wooden half 
a number of larve of flies, bees, bee- 
tles and other insects were placed, and 
the box was then put in the field of the 
X rays. The insect colony at once be- 
came greatly excited, and after crawl- 
ing to and fro finally emigrated to a 
worm to the leaden half of the box, 
where the rays could not penetrate. 
The experiment was repeated many 
times and always with the same result, 


A similar experiment was tried with | 
the blind larvz of a certain species of | 


beetle. A number of them were placed 
in an open cigar box, which also con- 
tained a metal box with an opening. 
No sooner were the rays turned on 
than the insects showed signs of dis- 


in the metal box. As the lary in the 
second experiment were entirely sight- 
less their perception of the rays must 
take place through the nerves of the 
skin. 


Getting a Day Off.

“Well, sir, I'd like it first rate. It 
would give me one day off.” 

His master was so pleased with the 
aptness of the retort that lhe gave him 
a week off to prepare for the trip.— 
Youth's Companion. 

The American Soldier. 

That West Point is the best military 
school in the world is conceded by all 
impartial critics. Its methods trans- 
form the average raw youth into the 
honorable, refined and highly educated 
officer of our army. He is pre-eminent- 
ly taught the “habit of command,” 
which, as a rule, he uses without any 
of the arrogance shown by officers of 
some of the armies of Europe, notably 
that of Germany. He is made to realize 
that he commands men who are as sen- 
sitive as they are brave and who ap- 
preciate and respect a character com- 
bining generosity, kindness, firmness 
and, above all else, physical and moral 
courage. 

These traits of character are careful- 
ly cultivated at West Point, with a re- 
sult that, besides having the best en- 
listed personnel, we have in the United 
States army, without question or doubt, 
the best trained and most capable gen- 
tlemen as officers.— Army and Navy 
Journal. 


An Arctic Bill of Fare. 

The Eskiinos at home in their native 
frozen wilds do not belleve in cooking. 
Their meat, be it seal, fish, venison, 
trout, salmon, whale blubber or cod- 
fish, they devour in its natural raw 
state and with the same gusto with 
which the average small boy tackles a 
watermelon. As for bread and vege- 
tables, they have none. They set their 
seal oil lamps going, suspend a soap- 
stone dish filled with snow over It, and 
with the water thus obtained they mix 
an equal quantity of molasses procured 
from the Hudson Bay company. That 
they drink and are happy. That is the 
sum total of an arctic cuisine. 


A Flame Combination. 

If a small quantity of chlorate of 
potash be powdered and mixed with an 
equal quantity of powdered sugar, a 
candle may be lighted by means of the 
mixture without matches. a 

Place a little of it in the depression 
around the wick of a candle that has 
been previously used and then touch 
the mixture with a glass rod the end 
of which has been dipped in oll of vit- 
riol. It will burst into flame, lighting 
the candle. 


An Elaborate Bank Note. 

The most elaborate bank note is the 
hundred ruble note of Russia, of the 
time of the Empress Catherine, which 
is a gorgeous plece of paper about 4 
inches by 10.

The attendants can be 


seen hurrying about behind the un- 


shaded windows, and messengers come 


and go hastily through the guarded 


door. 
The president is so weak that he does ¢ 


not apparently suffer much. Strych- 
nine, digitalis and other powerful heart 
stimulants do not produce effects, and 
the worst is feared. His death might 
occur at any tinie from heart exhaus- 
tion. Mrs. McKinley has not yet been 
informed of the change for the worse. 


Buffalo, Sept. 13.—Yor the first time 
there was a bad strain in the news from 
the president's bedside last ight. Pos- 
sibly the alarm it caused was exag- 
gerated but that genuine apprehension 
existed there can be no question, 


DR. MATTHEW D. MANN, 


Today will probably show w hether 
the complication that has arisen is of a 
serious character. The food given to 
the president yesterday morning was 
not properly assimilated and passed, 
and the administration of food by the 
mouth has been discontinued. The 
president continued to complain of the 
fatigue, noted by the official bulletin in 
the afternoon. 

His temperature was considered en- 
tirely too high. One of the consulting 
physicians said that judged by medical 
records, his pulse should be 96. The 
acceleration of the pulse was attributed 
partly to the revulsion of the sfomach 
against the food. 

The doctors held their evening con- 
sultation earlier than usual, and they 
frankly announced in their official bul- 
letin, at 8:30, that the president's condi- 
tion was not so good. They are stand- 
ing firmly by their resolution and prom- 
ise to keep the public fully informed 
of the true state of affairs in the sick 
room. Drs. Wasdin, Stockton and 
Rixey remained in the sick room 
througbout the night and those who left 


‘eee ae eres 
after the eqriy evening conshitation, 
contrary to the usual custom, slipped 


away by the side entrance. This io 
itself was considered’significant. Here- 


tofore they have not failed to give ver- 
bal interpretations of Sie official bul- 
letins to the newspaper men. 

Dr. Stockton, a local general prac- 
titioner with a high reputation, was 
called in for the first time last night, it 
being explained that the complication 
that had arisen was one with which a 
physician and not a surgeon would 
have to deal. 

The president several times yester- 
day afternoon complained somewhat 
ef fatigue. That was the only dis- 
quieting word which came from the 
sick room during the day. The presi- 
dent had had a restful night and the 
beef juice which the doctors gave him 
Wednesday had been relished so keenly 
that yesterday morning he was given 
solid food for the first time. He was 
bathed and then enjoyed a breakfast 
of chicken broth, toast and coffee. He 
felt so well after this somewhat sub- 
stantial meal that he asked for a mild 
cigar. 

Dr. McBurney, the dean of the corps 
of attending physicians and surgeons, 
Was thoroughly satisfied with the pa- 
tient’s condition, and went to New York 
at 1 o'clock. His intention is to re- 
turn In a few days unless his presence 
should be required sooner. Meantime 
he will keep in constant touch with the 
Milburn house. Secretary Root also 
left on the same train. 

A slight reaction, however, followed 
the buoyancy of the morning. The 
president complained of being tired. 
The attending physicians at the after- 
noon consultation chronicled this fact 
with scrupulous care. They displayed 
no alarm. ‘The doctors said the presi- 
dent's restlessness was only natural 
and what might be expected. sesides, 
his breakfast did not specially agree 
with him,” said Dr. Mynter. “The pres- 
ident is feeling the strain of his long 
seige without food, no nourishment at 
all haying been administered during the 
first three days and lying day and night 
in practically the same position is fa- 
tizuing and hard for even the most ex- 
emplary patient to bear without mur- 
muring.” 

The doctors are directing their ener- 
gies to building up the president's 
strength. The interior wounds are 
pronounced healed, and so long as no 
complications arise the edges of the 
outer ®wound will gradually heal by 
granulation. 

Bringing up the general condition of 
the patient is, therefore, of prime im- 
portance. The quantity of beef juice 
given him has been doubled and the 
president is now getting an ounce every 
hour. 

The tone of the messages still pouring 
into the Milburn house from all over 
the world haswhanged fron: dne of sym 
pathy and condolémee to one ¢f congrat- 
ulation, showing the prevalence every- 
where of the conviction that the at- 
tempt upon the president's life has 
failed. 

Postmaster General Smith has re 
turned ta Washington. He left last 
night. The other two cabinet officers, 
Secretaries Hitcheock and Wilson, have 
made no plans to return. They will 
remain several days longer. 

Drs. Wasdin, Rixey and Stockton 
were constantly in the room of the pres- 
ident. For hours the president failed 
to respond to the treatment to which he 
wag subjected to relieve him of the dif- 
ticulty occasioned by the failure of the 
organs of digestion and assimilation. 
The non-success of the treatment added 
to the depression that existed, but just 
at midnight the relief so much desired 
came. He had two operations of the 
bowels within a few minutes. This 
gave great encouragement and changed 
the character of the bulletin which the 
phygiciaus were then preparing. 

Herr Most Gathered In 

New York, Sept. 13.—Johann Most, 
the most widely known of New York an- 
archists and editor of The Freihelt, the 
organ of the anarchists, was arrested 
last night by central office detectives. 
Most objected volubly to the arrest, but 
to no purpose, and he was locked up as 
“a suspicious person.” The complaint 
against Most is based on an editorial 
which Most printed in The Freiheit. 
The editorial reads in part: ‘The great- 
est of all follies in the world is the be- 
lief that there can be a crime of any 
sort against despots and their accom- 
plices. Such a belief is in itsetf a crime. 
Despots are outlaws. To spare them is 
a crime. Yes, the crime, directed 
against them is not merely 4 right, it is 
also the duty of everyone who has the 
opportunity to carry it out, ind it will 
be his glory if it is successful.” 


A Lack of Evidence 

Buffalo, Sept. 13.—The district at- 
torney here announced publicly yester- 
day afternoon that he had no evidence 
against Emma Goldman, and that un- 
less something turned up, no requisition 
upon the state of Illinois would be made 
for her. This does not mean that the 
bottom has dropped out of the con- 
spiracy theory. It simply means that 
po evidence has yet been secured to con- 
nect her with the crime. If she is re- 
leased she will be kept under the closest 
surveillance, and it will be easy for the 
authorities to place their hands upon 
her if she is wanted later.

A salute of 17 guns in honor of the ad- 
miral of the navy marked the opening 
of the proceedings at 1 o'clock, The 
usual formalities on the opening of a 
court were transacted with dispateh. 
The first skirmish wus opened by Ad- 
miiral Schley rising from his seat and 
speaking in a strong voice, calmly and 
deliberately, challenging Admiral Howt- 
son's eligibility as a member of the 
court. Three witnesses were brought 
forward in support of this challenge, 
bamely, Francis S. Frost, William E, 
Spon, and Foster Nicholls. They gave 
very positive testimony as to expres- 
sions they had heard Admiral Howison 
make, favorabe to Admiral Sampson 
and unfavorable to Admiral Schley. 
Mr. Frost testitied to a statement Ad- 
miral Howison had made to hiin at Bos- 
ton while the witness was seeking news 
as areporter; Mr. Spon to remarks made 
while he and the admiral were journey- 
ing back to this country from Europe on 
a trans-Atlantic steamer, and Mr. 
Nicholls @ conversation occurring dur- 
ing a business call at Admiral Howison's 
private residence at Yonkers, N. Y. 

On concluding this testimony, the 
question arose whether Admiral Howi- 
son would join issue with the statements 
made by \itnesses, or would rest on his 
privilege to withhold any answer until 
he chose to submit it. The admiral met 
the issue by turning at once to Admiral 
Dewey and announcing that he would 
make a writ of rejoiner to the  state- 
ments of the three witnesses, This re- 
joiner he prepared very speedily. While 
conceding the accuracy of some points 
in the evidenee, it threw considerable 
doubt on other points and disclaimed 
any recollection of the talks said to have 
taken place on the trans-Atlantic 
steamer. 

It was not suflicient, however, to 
counteract the very direct testimony 
given by the three witnesses, and, more- 
over, the admiral himself, in concluding 
his stateme nt, indicated plainly that he 
had no desire to remain on the court and 
was there simply in obedience to orders. 
He even appealed to his associates on 
the court to decide all doubtful ques- 
tions as to his eligibility in favor of Ad- 
miral Schley. 

Before submitting the challenge to the 
determination of the court Mr. Raynor 
cross-exainined Admiral Howison very 
minutely as to his personal sentiments 
towards Admiral Sampson and Admiral 
Schley, and developed that Admiral 
Howison had expressed certain definite 
Admiral Sampson's 
retention of authority and responsibility, 
even while he w as absent temporarily 
from the fleet at Santiago. 

The challenge then was submitted to 
the court, which under the circumstances 
Was narrowed to Admiral Dewey and 
Rear Admiral Benham to pass upon. 
After hardly more than 15 minutes 
spent in the consultation room of the 
court, Admiral Dewey briefly announced 
that the court sustained the challenge 
and that Admiral Howison would be 
excused fron# further attendance, 

The decision came so quickly and so 
unexpectediy that it sent a flutter of 
agitation throughout the court room. 
There was a buzz of animated comment 
and Admiral Schley exchanged looks of 
satisfaction with his counsel. Admiral 
Dewey at once closed the proceedings 
of the day by announcing that the court 
would adjourn indefinitely until the 
navy department had named an officer 
to succeed Admiral Howison.

BECOMING UNRULY 


Strikers Making It Warm Fer Non- 
Un‘on Men at Pittsburg 

Pittsburg, Sept. 15.—The air was 
again full of rumors yesterdgy that the 
strike had been settled. The absence 
of President Shaffer from Amalgamated 
headquarte rs.all day ap to 4 p. m. lent 
color to the report. When Shaffer 
finally appeared at headquarters he dis- 
pelled all hopes by saying there was no 
change in the situation. 

Immediately after arriving at the 
office Mr. Shaffer called the National 
officers to his room for a conference 
which lasted 40 minutes. It was im- 
possible to learn what the talk was 
about, as none of the party would talk. 

With drawn revolvers, two officers, 
one 2 coal and iron policeman, the other 
said to be a regular officer on the South 
Side force, sat on the top seat of a cab 
and guarded six non-union workmen 
into the Monongahela 'Tin Plate plant 
on the South Side yesterday afternoon. 
A great crowd of strikers and sympa- 
thizers pursued the cab to and from 
the mill, and when the return trip was 
begun both officers once more drew 
their guns, snd one shot was fired from 
the cab. No one was hit. 

The streets in the vicinity of the 
Monongahela plant are now virtually in 
a state of siege. By a system of sig- 
nals and picketing the strikers of the 
Monongahela plant are able to mobilize 
& great crowd on very short notice, 
This was worked yesterday to perfee- 
tion. Up to 8 o'clock the streets about 
the plant were comparatively deserted, 
but when the word was passed that a 
cab was en route to the mill with six 
hon-union men, the streets became black 
with people in a few minutes. When 
the rig made its appearance with the 
armed guard aboard, pandemonium 
missles were thrown. The horses were 
missiles were throkn, The horses were 
whipped into a gallop, and the mill was 
reached without serious damage hav- 
ing been done. 

When the cab started on its return 
journey the former proceedings were re- 
peated. At the corner of Carson and 
Fourteenth streets sveral persons at- 
tempted to catch the horses by the bri- 
dles, ,and it was then that the shot was 
fired. Great confusion followed, and 
the officers got away without further 
trouble. 

Over S000 employes of the National

TRIBUTE OF DR. M'BURNEY. 


“The-Operation Performed by Dr.

Until it seemed more than likely that 
he would recover all interest centered 
in his condition. Whether this man or 
that man held the knife when he was 
operated on was a matter of secondary 
importance, 

“It was, of course, not true that I 


performed the operation,” said Dr, 
ark. 
“Yes, certainly, I operated on the 


president,” said Dr. Matthew D. Mann. 

“Dr. Mann used the knife,” said Dr. 
Herman Mynter. “He has performed 
probably a thousand operations of this 
kind, while I have had half that num- 
ber. It was proper that it should be 
he who used the knife, but that was 
no more important than other parts of 
the operation.” 

“The operation performed by Dr. 
Mann marked the epoch of the century 
in surgery,” said Dr. McBurney. 

It may be stated as a fact beyond 
the possibility of doubt that it was Dr. 
Matthew D. Mann who handled the 
knife and had chief charge of the op- 
eration. Valuable details of the op- 
eration were told of by Dr. Mynter, 
who sald: 

“IT was down town when I received a 
message from police headquarters to 
hurry to the exposition hospital, that 
the president had been shot. On my 
way upon a car I met Dr. Wasdin and 
urged him to go with me. 

“[ was the first of those who had 
been sent for to arrive. I saw at once 
that an immediate operation was nec: 
essary and made my preparations with- 
out delay. Just as I was ready to pro- 
ceed Dr. Mann arrived, and he and I 
went through it. Dr. John Parmenter 
and Dr. Lee of St. Louis assisted us, 
Dr. Wasdin gave the anesthetic, a 
most important part of the operation. 
Dr. Rixey arrived during the latter 
part of the operation and assisted us 
by holding the light. Dr. Park came 
in just as we were sewing up the cut. 

“The operation lested for about an 
hour. A cut five Inches long was made, 
and the stomach was turned up In or- 
der to trace the course of the bullet. 
It was found that where the ball en 
tered the front wall the opening was 
small. This was carefully closed with 
sutures, and then a search was made 
for the hole in the back of the stomach. 
This opening was found larger than 
the other and was ragged. It was 
sewed up in three layers. Everything 
was thoroughly cleansed, and the cut 
was then sewed up. 

“IT will say,” added Dr, Myunter, “that 
we operated on the president just as If 
he had been an ordinary day laborer. 
It was nervous work, of course, but I 
cain assure you that the fact of his be- 
ing the president militated in no way 
against him. I thoroughly believe he 
will recover, and if he does he will 
owe his life to the fact that he had al- 
most immediate attention. If he had 
been shot in some place from which it 
would have been necessary to move 
him a great distance, he certainly could 
not have had a single chance for life.” 


REMOVAL OF PRESIDENT. 


A Special Hospital Train Is Heing 
Prepared, 

The dispatches received at Was:ing- 
ton recently from Buffalo relievcd the 
popular anxiety over the condit!-n of 
the president, and, while recognizing 
that there Its still reason for appr2hen- 
sion, the people have settled down to 
the belief that the president will re- 
cover, says the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger. Once the crucial point Is pass- 
ed it is the opinion of expert practl- 
tloners that the work of repair will 
progress rapidly and that in a compara- 
tively short time the president will be 
strong enough to sustain a journey to 
Washington. 

There are intimations that already 
the Pennsylvania railroad, with char- 
acteristic foresight, liberality and patri- 
otism, !s preparing a special hospital 
train In which the president may be 
brought to Washington whenever the 
physicians shall decide upon his re- 
moval without the slightest discomfort 
to the wounded man. One of the cars 
will be fitted with every surgical appli- 
ance that might be needed and with 
every accessory to insure an easy and 
safe journey for the distinguished pa- 
tient.

Howard F. Brewer of San Francisco 
recently defeated Wilbur Kyle of San 
Diego, Cal., in a three-quarters of a 
mile swignming race, says the New 
York Tribune. Brewer's time was 
18m. is. and Kyle’s 20m. 3s. Both 
men broke the world’s record of 21 
minutes, held by Schafer of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania.

M’KINLEY’S BOYHOOD. 

To speak at length of William Me- 
Kinley’s aucestry would be to repeat 
facts that are already well known. 
That he was descended from sturdy 
Scotch-Irish ancestors, that he was the 
child of William McKinley, a pioneer 
in the fron puddling business in Ohio— 
these facts have been thrashed over 
again and agai. 

Though the town of Canton is most 


B intimately associated with the name of 
McKinley, it was not his birthplace. 


He was born in Niles. 

The old inhabitants of that quaint 
little village claim to remember him, 
but their memories are vague, for he 
was only a boy when the family moved 


™to Poland, Mahoning county, O. His 


people were not rich then, neither were 
they very poor. 

Young William was sent to the vil- 
lage school at Niles, but his father felt 
that better educational advantages for 
the children could be secured else- 
where. Accordingly he moved to Po- 
land, and the future president was 
sent to what was known as the “acad- 
emy” in that town. 

He stood well among his school fel- 
lows in all his studies, but his work in 
the debating society seemed to give an 

f early hint of the eloquent oratorical 


powers wiiich later enabled him to 
Bway multitudes with even more ergse 
than at that time he swayed the school 
fellows who gathered to hear the de- 
bates. 

At the early age of 16 he left the 
Poland academy for Alleghany college 
in Meadville, Pa. Here, however, a 
sudden illness forced him to give up 
his studies and to return home. On 
top of this misfortune came what prac- 
tically amounted to the business fail- 
ure of his father. Everything was not

LIEUTENANT PEARY, 


Peary left Fort Conger April 15 
crossed Robeson channel to the wes 
Greenland coast, and followed it along | 
on foot and over sea ice to the north- 
ward. Lockwood's farthest North 
Cairn of May 13, 1882, was opened May 
> and its records were taken, and at 

Cape W ashington, the headland seeu 
by him 15 miles northeast, in 1882, an- 
other cairn was erected and a copy of 
the “farthest” record and additional 
memoranda were deposited. Peary 
pushed on and at 83 deg., 39 min. north 
rounded the northern end of Green- 
land, finding the coast at this point to 
trend rapidly eastward. There, on the 
most northerly known land in the 
world, Peary built a cairn, in which he 
deposited records, ete. 

Peary then struck over the sea ice for 
the pole, but was able to advance only 
to 83 deg. 50 min. north, when he was 
stopped by the broken pack and much 
open water. Retracing his steps, Peary 
pushed along the Greenland coast, all 
the time eastward, about 160 miles be- 
yond Lockwood's farthest to lat. 83 deg, 
north, long. 25 deg. west, orapproximate- 
ly but little more than a degree from In- 
dependence bay, discovered and named 
him July 4, 1892. The recon- 
naissance ended with a definite demon- 
stration of the western and northern 
coasts of Greenland. 

In a letter detailing his work during 
1900, Peary says: “If I do not capture 
the pole itself in this spring (1901) I} 
shall try it again next spring.” 


Peary sends to the Arctic club a com- 
plete and detailed chart of his newly 
discovered coast and other work, resery- 


nomenclature and its publication. Hav- 
ing eliminated Greenland archipelago 
as a desirable route to the pole, and no 
further advance northward being pos- 
sible uptil the opening of the season of 
1901, Peary decided that his next at- 
tempt would be for Cape Hecla, the 
northern port of Grinnell Land, and 
from Fort Conger, as a base. 

Deciding thus to winter at Conger, 
the autumn was spent in huntingandob- 
taining the necessary fresh meat for 
men and dogs. So diligently was this 
work prosecuted that it was not sus- 
pended on the approach of Arctic night, 
and hunting parties were actually in 
the field during every moon of. the 
winter. Game, principally musk oxen, 
was found much more abundant in the 
Lake Hazen country, 30 or 40 miles 
westward of Fort Conger, than it was in 
its immediate vicinity, and it proved 
more feasible, therefore, to subsist the 
dogs. where the meat was killed, than 
to pack it across the country to the 
coast. 

Snow igloos were built and in these 
Peary and his hunters practically spent 
most of the winter, the rations of the 
hunters being supplemented from the 
supplies foundat Conger. Inall, nearly 
290 musk oxen were killed, and either 
consumed by the expedition or packed 
for its later demands. 

Peary, accompanied, as in the previ- 
ous year, by Henson and five Esquimos, 
left Conger April 5, 1901, for the north 
by way of Cape Heela. Butaftersome 
10 days’ march along the Ice both the 
men and dogs proved to be out of con- 
dition and unfit for the most arduous 
work certainly ahead of them. Un- 
willing to risk the success of the under- 
taking with an inadequate force, or to 
imperil the lives of any of his party, 
Peary retraced his steps and returned 
in good order and without loss to Fort 
Conger.

Nothing but Hyma, Song and 
Prayer Offered 


Thousands Upon Thousands Viewed 
Body Lying In State 


Buffalo, Sept. 16.—Buffalo yesterday | 
became a city of mourners. The gay 
and flaming decorations of the Van- 
Americar exposition gave way to the 
symbol of sorrow. The black drapery

crepe appeared on every sleeve. 
sorroW Was apparent everywhere. 

In the morning a simple service took 
place at the residence on Delaware 
avenue where the martyred president 
died. A hymn was sung and prayer 
was offered over the dead body. That 
was all, Only tie immediate family 
and the friends and political associates 
of the late president were present. The 
scene there was pathetic in the ex- 
trene, Then the body was borne out 
to the waiting cortege on the shoulders 
of eight sailors and soldiers. The ecor- 
tege passed through solid wails of hu- 
manity, bareheaded and griet-stricken, 
to the city hall, where the body lay in 
slate. 

The day was gray and cheerless. 
Heavy clouds hung over the city, at 
times breaking to let through a rift of 
sunshine, and then it threatened to let 
loose a downpour on the gathering mul- 
titude. The air was humid and heavy, 
and only a light wind from.the south 
stirred the drooping flags and the em- 
blems of mourning. The very elements 
seemed to lend fitting accompaniment 
to the scene of sorrow about to be en- 
acted. Long before the tine set for the 
funeral services, the vicinity of the 
Milburn house was astir with prepara- 
tions. 

Major General John E, Brooke, who 
was personally in command of all the 
forces participating in the escort, ar- ¢ 
rived at 10 o'clock. le was in fatigue 
uniform, with service sword at his side. 
The two gold stars at the collar marked 
his high military rank. Around bis left 
arm was wound a heavy band of crepe. 
With him were his aides and a half 
score of otleer officers, all in fatigue uni- 
form, with the badge of mourning on 
their sleeves. 

Outside the Hous> 

The time was now approaching for 
the service. The tramp of the assem- 
bling military could be heard and the 
walks leading up to the Milburn house 
began to be lined with those who were 
to assemble about the bier. Even amid 
the stir of assembling a solemn silence 
prevailed, and the division of the escort 
came to their posts with silent bands, 
At 10:30 o’clock the military and naval 
detachments took temporory stations, 
Immediately around the corner from the 
Milburn house. 

Meantime the members of the cab- 
inet, officials high in the government 
service and near friends of the martyred 
president, began to fill the walks lead- 
ing up to the entrance of the Milburn 
residenee. They came separately and 
in groups, some walking, while those 
in carriages were admitted within the 
roped enclosure up to the curb. 

It was just eight minutes before the 
opening of the service when a covered 
barouche drove up to the house, bring- 
ing President Roosevelt and Mr. and 
Mrs. Wilcox, at whose home he is a 
guest. The president looked very grave 
as he alighted. His face did not relax 
into a smile to the salutations of those 
nearest the carriage, but he acknowl- 
edged the greetings silently, and with 
an inclination of the head. Word 
passed up the well-filled walk that the 
president had arrived, and those wait- 
ing to gain entrance fell back, mak- 
ing a narrow lane through which Mr. 
Roosevelt passed to the house. 

As the president passed within the 
house and the services were about to 
begin, the long line of sailors aud sol- 
diers swung into column of fours into 
Delaware avenue, and formed in bat- 
talion front along the thoroughfare. 
They stood at parade rest, with colors 
lowered, each tiag wound about its 
staff witb a band of crepe.

Within the house of death was woe 
unspeakable. In the drawing room to 
the right of the hall as President Roose- 
velt entered, the dead chieftain was 
stretched upon his bier. On the nobie 
face was written the story of the 
Christian forebearance with which he 
had met his martyrdom. A look of 
calm and peaceful resignation was on

did in life. The black froci: « 
buttoned across the breast wher 
first bullet of the assassin had struc 
The black string tie below the standing 
collar showed the little triangle of whit 
shirt front. The right hand lay at 
his side. The left was across his body. 
He looked as millions of his country- 
men have seen him, save for one thing. 
The little badge of the Loyal Legion, 
the only decoration he ever wore, and 
which was always in the left lapel of 
his coat, was missing. Those who re- 
marked the absence of the emblem 
spoke of it, and, after the body was 
taken to the city hall, the little badge 
which he prized through life was 
placed again where it had always been. 

The body lay in a black easket on a 
black bearskgjn rug. Over the lower 
limbs was flung the Starry Banner he 
had loved so well. The flowers were 
few, as betitted the simple nature of the 
man. 

Two sentries, one from the sea and 
one from tite land, guarded the remains. 
They stood in the window embrasures 
behind the head of the easket. <A ser- 
geant of infantry to the north, was 
fully accoutred and wore his cap. In 
the other window was a sailor, in the 
loose blue blouse of the navy. 

The family had taken leave of thei: 
loved one before the others arrived. 
Mrs. McKinley had been led into the 
chamber by Dr. Rixey, and sat awhile 
alone with him who had supported and 
comforted her through all those years 
of wedded life.  Dry-eyed she gazed 
upon him, and fondled his face. She 
did not seem to realize that he was dead. 
Then she was led away by Dr. Rixey 
and taken up to her position at the 
head of the stairs, where she could bear 
the service. 

The friends and public associates of 
the dead president all had opportunity 
to view the remains before the services 
began. The members of the cabinet 
had taken their leave before the others 
arrived. ‘rhey remained seated beside 
their dead chief, while the sad proces- 
sion viewed the body. About f00 inall 
saw the reimnins. Some were so over- 
come with grief at the sight of the thin, 
placid countenance that their frames 
shook in convulsive sobs. Several 
clung to the side of the bier and with 
difficulty could be persuaded to leave. 
Almost every face was tear-stained. 


Hanna Appeared Dejected 

Senator Hanna entered the room at 
this time, but did not approach the cas- 
ket. His face was set like an iron- 
willed man, who would not let down the 
barriers of his grief. ‘The senator 
spoke to noone, His eyes were vacant. 
He passed through the throng and seat- 
ed himself behind Governor Odell, sink- 
ing far down into his chair, and resting 
his head upon his hand. During all the 
service he did not stir. 

Just before 11 o'clock President 
Roosevelt entered. Every one arose, 
and all eyes were turned toward him. 
He moved forward again with the tide 
of the procession to his place at the head 
of the line of cabinet officers. He held 
himself erect, his left hand carrying for- 
ward his silk hat. ‘Those who were 
coming toward him fell back on either 
side to let him pass. He paused once 
or twice to silently shake hands, but 
there was no sinile to accompany his 
creeting. He, too, like the man deep 
down in bis seat, aguinst the wall, and 
who had forgotten to rise when the 
President of the United States entered, 
seemed to be restrained in a great grief. 

When President Roosevelt reached 
the head of the line of cabinet officers, 
he kept his face away from the casket, 
but appeared to be stecling himself for 
a look at the faceof the dead. ‘The ten- 
sion in the room was great. Perhaps 
it might have been 60 seconds, but it 
seemed longer. Then the president 
turned and advanced astep. He bowed 
his head and looked down at the inspas 
sive features of the man whose burden 
and responsibility he had taken up. 
Long he gazed, standing immovable, the 
muscles of his face only betraying the 
strong emotion under which he labored 
At last he stepped back. 

The pastor was at the door leading 
into the hall, a station whence his words 
could be heard at the head of the stairs 
The signal was given, and the beantiful 
words of “Lead, Kindly Light” were 
sung by a quartet. It was President 
MeKinley’s favorite hymn. Everyon: 
within sound of the music knew it, and 
as the voices swelled through the house, 
sobs were heard on every side. VDresi 
dent Roosevelt himself swayed to and 
fro as if his footing was insecure. 

The Service 

When the singing ended the minister 
read the eloquent lesson from the fu- 
neral servicee—the 15th chapter of the 
First Corinthians. All had risen as be 
began, and remained standing through- 
out the remainder of the service. The 
reading over, the quartet sang the 
hymn, “Nearer, My God, to Thee,” the 
first line of which words President Me- 
Kinley had repeated at intervals of con- 
sciousness during the day hefore he 
died. As the music died away, the pas- 
tor began his invocation. 

All present joined in the Lord's prayer 
as the minister repeated it. After the 
benediction those in the room stepped 
back, and the funeral director was 
about to place the cover on the casket 
when Senator Hanna pressed forward 
apd stood beside the bier. Bending 
over, he looked down with intense gaze 
for almost two minutes. There was no 
outward evidence of sorrow as he saw 
for the last time the features of his 
life-long friend. Then he turned away 
and the coffin was closed.

PRESIDENT 

Devoid of display or spectacle of any | 
kind, it was the most dramatic, yet | 
simple, event in the strenuous life of | 
the chief magistrate of the nation. 
Over all hung the unspeakable sadness | 
that-filled every heart and choked every 
throat, : 

Yet the lesal forms were carried out 
and the proper execution of the oath 
that made Vice President Roosevelt the | 
successor to William MeWKinley, who | 
had died 1 hours and 24 minutes before. 

The oath was administered by United | 
States District Judge Hazel, young in | 
years, youthful in appearance and oue 
of the most recent judicial appointees 
of the late president. 

After Mr. Roosevelt took the oath of | 
offiee he asked the members of the late 
presidents cabinet to remain, as he | 
desired to see them privately on import- | 
ant business. Ue asked them all to | 
stay, as well as continuing Mr. Cortel- | 
you as secretary to the president. 

He also announced that he would con- 
tinue the policy laid down by the late 
president in home and foreign affairs, 

This in brief is the story of the lead- } 
ing event in the career of Theodore ! 
Roosevelt, when he succeeded to the |

office of president of the American re- 
public. 

President Roosevelt announces that 
there will be no extraordinary session 
of congress. ‘The constitution does not 
demand it, and, after a discussion with 
those members of the cabinet at Butfalo, 
he decided it was not necessary. 

President Roosevelt has issued 
following proclamation: 

A terrible bereavement has befallen 
our people. The President of the} 
United States has been struck down;| 
a crime conimitted bot only against the | 
chief magistrate, but against every law- 
abiding and liberty-loving citizen. | 
I’resident McKinley crowned a life of | 
largest love for his fellow men, of most 
earnest endeavor for their, welfare, by | 
a death of Christian fortitude, and both 
the way in which he lived his life and ; 
the way in which, in the supreme hour 
of trial, he met his death, will remain 
forever a heritage of our | 
people. It is meet that we, as a na- | 
tion, express our abiding love and rey- 
erence for his life, our deep sorrow for | 
his untimely death. | 

Now, therefore, 1, Theodore Roose- | 
velt, ’resident of the United States of | 
America, do appoint Thursday next, | 
Sept. 19, the day in which the body of 
the dead president will be laid in its 
last resting place, as a day of mourn- 
ing and prayer throughout the United | 
States. I earnestly recommend all the 
people to assemble on that day in their 
respective places of divine worship, 
there to bow down iu submission to the 
will of Almighty God, and to pay out 
of full hearts their homage of love and 
reverence to the great and good presi- | 
dent, whose death has smitten the na- | 
tion wih bitter grief. 

In witness whereof, I have hereunto | 
set my hand and caused the seal of the | 
United States to be affixed. Done at | 
the city of Buffalo, the 14th day of |

At the Savings Bank building a large 
picture of President McKinley was 
placed in the centre of the front, and 
streamers of black were festooned from 
the reof to the lower windows. 

At the post office is a picture of 
President McKinley over the entrance 
which is draped in black. 

The entrance of Quincy Department 
store and show windows are draped in 
black. 

City Hall will probably be draped 
before night as Commissioner Knowlton 
has made arrangements with Beals of 
Boston to do the work. 

By order of Chief Engineer Williams 
work draping the several fire stations 
throughout the city was commenced 
Saturday noon and before night all of 
them bore some mark of mourning. 

Where pictures could be obtained 
they were placed in the centre of the 
building and draped. 

At the Star Tea and Coffee store is a 
picture of President McKinley draped 
with an American flag and black. 

One of the most elaborately decorated 
buildings is Grand Army Hall. The 
entire front of the building was first 
covered with a background of black. 
In the centre of this is a draped Ameri- 
can flag on which is a picture of Presi- 
dent McKinley draped in black.

The presidential carriage fell in im- 
mediately back of the military escort. 
Following in the second carriage were 
Secretary Long, Secretary Hitchcock, 
Secretary Wilson and Secretary Cortel- 
you. Major General Brooke was in the 
third carriage, and Rey. Dr. Locke and 
his wife in the fourth. In this order 
four carriages preceded, bearing the 
president, members of the cabinet, the 
representatives of the military branch 
and the officiating clergymen. 

After the four leading carriages there 
Was a clear space of 100 feet, and then 
came the hearse. At the head of each 
of the leading horses a police officer 
walked with a hand at the bridle. On 
euch side of the hearse walked a de- 
tachment of soldierg and sailors. Im- 
mediately back of the hearse marched 
a score of grizzled G. A. R. veterans, 
who had been assigned to this post of 
honor. 

Procession to City Hall 

The line of carriages was now taken 
up again, and as the funeral cortage 
moyed toward the city hall it passed 
through a vast concourse of people 


crowding housetops, windows and 
every available face of the buildings 
along the line of march, and as the 
flower-covered coffin passed along wom- 
en cried and strong men gave expression 
to universal feeling of grief. 

As the escort of soldiers swung slowly 
into I’runklin street, a few drops of 
rain fell. In two minutes it was rain- 
ing hard. ‘The long line of troops took 
their posts at attention, facing the city 
hall. Carriages, containing members 
of the cabinet, hurried up to the en- 
trance. The last of the carriages was 
the one bearing Theodore Roosevelt. 

Removing his hat, the president 
stepped from the vehicle and walked 
into the vestibule. When the hearse 
appeared the four horses were led slow- 
ly to the entrance. At the instant the 
hearse became stationary the band, 
some djstance away, began playing 
“Nearer, My God, to Thee.” At the 
same time the rain came down in sheets. 
The casket was lifted from the hearse 
to the shoulders of the sailors and ma- 
rines and borne inte the city hall. Out- 
side there was not a man, so far as 
could be seen, who did net stand, de- 
fying the elements, with hat removed. 
Inside with steps impressively slow and 
measured, the bearers made their way 
to the catafalque. A moment later 
and the body of President McKinley 
was lying in state. 

Viewed by Eighty Thousand 

There a remarkable demonstration oc- 
curred which proved how close the pres- 
ident was to the hearts of the people. 
Arrangements had been made to allow 
the public to view the body from the 
time it arrived, at about 1:30 o'clock, 
until 5 o'clock. But the people were 
wedged into the streets for blocks. 

Two lines were formed. They ex- 
tended literally for miles. When 5 
o'clock came 40,000 people had already 
passed, and the crowds waiting below 
in the streets seemed undiminished. It 
was deckled to extend the time until 
midnight. Then for hours longer the 
streets were dense with people and a 
constant stream flowed up the steps of 
the broad entrance into the hall and 
passed the bier. 

When the doors were closed, at mid- 
night, it was estimated that 80,000 peo- 
ple had viewed the remains, but thou- 
sands of disappointed ones were still in 
the streets. 

The body lay in the city ball un- 
til this morning. It was taken to the 
station by a military escort, and at 
8:30 the funeral train made a start for 
Washington, over the Pennsylvania 
railroad. Mrs. McKinley, President 
Roosevelt, the cabinet and relatives and 
friends of the dead president accom- 
panied the remains, 

Gangrene Caused Death 

, The report of the autopsy upon the re- 
mains of President MeKinley says that 
the bullet which struck over the breast- 
bone did not pass through the skin, and 
did little harm. The other bullet 
passed through both walls of the stom- 
ach, near its lower border. Both holes 
were‘found to be perfectly closed by 
the stitches, but the tissues around each 
hole had become gangreneous. 

After passing through the stomach, 
the bullet passed into the back walls 
of the abdomen, hitting and tearing 
the upper end of the kidney. This por- 
tion of the bullet track was also gan- 
greneous, the gangrene involving the 
pancreas. The bullet was not found. 
There were no signs of peritonitis or 
disease of other organs. The heart 
walls were very thin. There was no 


course of the bullet. 


Death was unavoidable by any sur- 
gical or medical treatment, and was the 


direct result of the bullet wound. 


President McKinley bas left a will.

Masss@e For the Scalp.

Many Displeased at the Terms 
of Settlement 


SOME WILL REMAIN OUT 


And Continue Fight Uuder American 
Federation of Labor Rules—Men In 
Six Tin Piate Plants Must Return 
as Non-Unionists or Reman Idle 


Pittsburg, Sept. 16.—Matters pertain- 
ing to the settlement of the steel strike 
are in a very unsatisfactory state. 
While the telegraphic notice was sent 
out Saturday night by Secretary Will- 
jams to all vice presidents declaring 
the strike at ar end, it cannot be learned 
definitely that the official order has 
been issued by President ‘shaffer. Some 
of the Pittsburg strik:rs jlecleve they 
have had no such uotice?, and many of 
them say they will not eturn to work, 
order or no order, Inless they are rec- 
ognized as union men. 

Presideut Shaffer arrived home yes- 
terday morning, but denied himself to 
all callers. Last night his wife said he 
had received a special letter yesterdidy 
calling him out of the city. 

A member of the advisory board says 
that the official order calling the strike 
off has gone out, and that the men gen- 
erally will be at work within a day or 
two. 

What are considered the real condi- 
tions of the settlement, though not offi- 
cially announced,‘are that the settle- 
ment was made only for the three com- 
panies in dispute—the American ‘Tin 
Plate, the American Sheet Steel and the 
American Steel Hoop-—-and these com- 
panies are allowed to retain, as non- 
union, all mills started in any kind of 
shape since the strike order went into 
effect. The mills that were completely 
tied up by the strike are to remain uulon. 
Nothing was said concerning the Na- 
tional Tube, the Federal or National 
Steelcompanies. The settlement means 
a big loss to the Amalgamated assoeia- 
tion, but leaves it still a strong organiza- 
tion. 

It seems impossible to make an esti- 
mate of the number of men who will 
return to work, though it seems prob- 
able that the big majority of those actu- 
ally on strike will obey the order to go 
in, and it is certain that those who are 
not strikers, but in enforced idleness, 
will jump at the chance for work. 

The tin plate workers who struck 
are in the worst plight of any of the 
strikers. Six tin plate plants have 
been started since the strike was or- 
dered, and the men who were formerly 
employed in these works will have to go 
back non-union or remain idle. 

The threat is openly and generally 
made that the tin plate workers will 
withdraw from the Amalgamated as- 
sociation and form a separate union of 
their own. The feeling of bitterness 
against the association is particularly 
strong among the strikers at the Star 
Tin plant. These men declare they will 
not return to work as non-union men, 
and that they will continue the fight in 
their own way from now on. 

The strikers at the Pennsylvania Tube 
Works have decided by vote to remain 
out and continue the fight under the 
American Federation of Labor rules. 
The tube workers at McKeesport, on the 
other hand, seem to be ready to go back 
on the best terms obtainable. 

What the outcome generally will be 
cannot be foretold for a day or two 
All of the tin plants that have been Idle 
are apparently ready for an early start. 
Most of them can resume at once if the 
men report for work. 


A Loss to the World 

Boston, Sept. 16.—The Hibernians of 
Massachusetts as a body yesterday ex- 
pressed their condolences at the death of 
the chief magistrate of the land, and 
passed resolutions declaring that “in 
the death of President McKinley the 
nation has suffered a loss felt not alone 
by his countrymen, but by every lover 
of law and humane rights throughout 
the world. It is the duty of our gey- 
ernment to at once enact such stringent 
laws that the anarchists and the assas- 
sin will be taught that the ballot is the 
weapon of the American citizen.” 


Another Plot Against Czar

Court Assigus Two Former Supreme 
Court Justices to Act as Counsel 
For the Prisoner—Doctors and Wit-

3uffalo, Sept. 17.—Leov IF. Czolgosz 
was indicted yesterday afternoon by 
the county court grand jury for the 
crime of murder in the first degree, in 
fatally shooting William McKinley, 
President of the United States, at the 


| Temple of Music in the Pan-American 
| exposition grounds at4:15 o'clock on the 
| afternoon of Sept. 6. 


W hen arraigned before Judge Edward 
K. Emery, in the county court at 5:30 
o'clock, the prisoner stubbornly — re- 
fused to answer questions as to whether 


| he had counsel or wanted counsel, The 


district attorney thas suggested that, in- 
refused to 
answer, counsel should be assigned. 

Judge kmery assigned Lorain L. 
Lewis and Robert C. Titus of this city, 
former supreme court justices, whose 
nimes had been suggested by the Eric 
County Bar association. 

Czolgosz probably will be arraigned 
again today to plead to the indictment. 
The trial will begin on Monday next, 
before Supreme Court Justice White. 

District Attorney Penney presented 
the evidence in the murder case to the 
grand jury from 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing until a few minutes past 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon. 

Aside from the surgeons and physi- 
cians in the case, no witnesses were 
sworn other than those who were in the 
temple of music und witnessed the 
shooting. The complete list of wit- 
nesses, ip the order in which they ap- 
peared to testify, is as follows:

Czolgosz was handcuffed to the detect- 
ives who started out of the court room 
with him. The crowds surged after 
them, but found the exit barred by four 
poHcemen. Outside the court room door, 
the prisoner was surrounded by 12 
policemen with clubs drawn and under 
command of Captain Regan, Jailor 
Mitchell and several deputy sheriffs. 
The prisoner was hurried down stairs 
and into the basement, whence he was 


| taken through the tunuel to the jail 


across Delaware avenue. Whether he 
was left there for the night or taken 
elsewhere, the police refused to say. 

District Attorney Penney stated as he 
left the court room that Justices Lewis 
and Titus would be notified and given 
an opportunity to talk with the prisoner, 
and that he hoped to arraign Czolgosz 
today to take his pleas to the indict- 
ment. The district attorney will also 
notice the trial of the prisoner for next 
Monday in the supreme court, that be- 
ing the opening day of the September 
term.

The _ British government, 
though taking cognizance of the evi- 
dence, will leave Washington to take 
action, if any is desirable. 

The Hague, Sept. 17.—lThe American 
legation points out as there is no Ameri- 
ean consulate here it is impossible for 
corespondence with the Boers to have 
passed through the hands of a United 
States consul here. 


A Characteristic Note

Most 
pleaded that the article upon which the 
complaint was based was a reprint of 
an article published by him 15 years ago 
and was a quotation from a book print- 
ed in Milwaukee 40 years previously.

SHAFFER 1S UNDER FIRE 


Strikers Want Full Particulars 
of Settlement 


THEY ARE STILL A MYSTERY 


Once Popular Leader Has Called 
Down the Wrath of His Followers 
Upon Himself—Union Men Evidently 
Beateu by the Corporation 


Pittsburg, Sept. 17.—Monday was a 
turbulent day for President Shaffer and 
the general officers of the Amalgamated 
association. ‘The headquarters of the 
organization were crowded from mornu- 
ing until evening with strikers and rep- 
resentatives of lodges where the mills 
were still idle and workers were awailt- 
ing word from the leader regarding the 
settlement of the strike. 

President Shaffer arrived in his ottice 
early in the day, and remained wotil 
6 o'clock last night. He had ditticulty 
in seeing all who came, and finally ar- 
ranged to see individual delegations 
from each lodge, under promise that 
what they learned from him was to re- 
main secret, except when the subject 
was brought before the lodge and iu 
the lodge rooms. The callers at the 
general ottices were all more or less ex- 
cited, and many were deeply incensed. 

Some of the strikers declared they 
would not respect the order calling the 
strike off, until they were given full par- 
ticulars of thesettlement. Others were 
calling boldly for the resignation of 
President Shaffer and another class de- 
manded the withdrawal of their lodges 
from the organization. 

When President Shaffer left the oftice 
for his home he seemed much depressed. 
Other oflicials of the organization busied 
themselves circulating among the angry 
members of the association aUout the 
offices and imaking a plea for quietness 
and patience. It was assured to all 
that the settlement would not Prove to 
be so bad as bad been represented thus 
far. : 

Noue of those who did this work were 
ready, however, to give any inkling of 
the terms granted the Amalgamated 
association, or how it affected the men. 
Those who wete linally permitted to see 
President Shaffer departed from head- 
quarters looking decidedly displeased 
and were muttering much against what 
had been told them. 

Before leaving his oftice, President 
Shaffer annpunced that Be did not 
think that it was necessary to make a 
Statement. He said he was satisfied 
that none would be forthcoming from 
the manufacturers, as they had given 
assurances that they would not reveal 
the conditions of the agreement. One 
of the officials, other than Mr. Shaffer, 
said that it was but natural that nothing 
would be said about the settlement. He 
added that it was galling enough to be 
beaten without talking publicly about 
it. 

A meeting of the tin workers of the 
Star mills was held during the after- 
noon, and the matter of the strike set- 
tlement was taken up. After the 
meeting the men had decided to remain 
out until they had heard from President 
Shaffer. ‘They added, that, in case the 
terms were such as to make the Star 
mills non-wnion, they would fight the 
battle single handed. ‘The strikers at 
the Monongahela plant of the same com- 
pany have taken similar action. When 
these facts were presented to President 
Shaffer, he offered no comment, 

With the American Sheet Steel com- 
pany it is stated that with the starting 
of the additional mills the company is 
turning out fully 85 percent of the nor- 
mal tonnage. The report from the Na- 
tional Tube company’s mills show that 
over 4000 strikers in McKeesport asked 
for work there in the various plants 
during the day. Of this number about 
2000 were employed. The other 2000 
were not employed, owing to the mill 
not being ready for them. It is ex- 
pected that they will all return to work 
during the week. 

A majority of the strikers are dis- 
gusted with the sympathetic strike and 
the treatment received froin the Amal- 
gamated headquarters. Asa result of 
the strike in McKeesport the Wood mill 
will probably be lost to McKeesport, and 
the Demmiler is lost tothe union. More 
than $1,000,000 was lost in wages. 


Fast Wheeling by Michael 
New York, Sept. 17.—Jimmy Michael 
met and easily defeated Harry Elkes 
in a 15-mile motor-paced bicycle race 
here last night. Michael won by 3 1-2 
laps, and in doing so broke all indoor 
world’s records up to two miles. The 
first mile was covered in 1:33 1-5, and 
the time at the end of the second milg 
was 3 minutes 84-5 seconds. Time for 

15 miles, 24 minutes, 43 seconds. 


Three of Family Killed 

Gladwin, Mich., Sept. 17.—William 
Reid, a farmer, went down a well yester- 
day to make some repairs. Hei was 
overcome by gas and drowned. His 
two sons, James and Arthur, who went 
to his rescue, were also overcome by 
gas and drowned.

pared for the inspection of the general 
public. The floral offerings which cov- 
ered the coflin were put aside and the 
lid was lifted from the head of the 
coffin. As the cotlin rested upon the 
catafalque it was just about high 
enough to permit of easy inspection by 
adults. The crowd entered through the 
east main door of the Capitol and passed 
out through the west exit. The peo- 
ple came in double file, one line passing 
to the right and the other to the left of 
the casket. Only a hurried glance was 
permitted to any one, as if was an- 
nounced that the ceremony would close 
promptly at 6:30 o'clock. Whenever 
there was an attempt to linger, es- 
pecially over the casket, as there was in 
many instances, the person making it 
was admovished by the Capitol police to 
“pass on.” When they still remained 
they were pushed along. In this way 
about 130 people were enabled to view 
the remains every minute. 

As the body of the dead president lay 
in state, it was guarded by representa- 
fives of all branches of the nation’s 
martial service. Directly at the head 
of the casket stood a marine, who faced 
another at the foot. On either side of 
these two seutries the crowd passed. 
On either side of the marine at the head 
stood an artilleryman, while the marine 
at the foot of the casket was flanked by 
seamen. Other artillerymen, seamen 
and marines formed a_ lane through 
which the people passed. Back of 
them, on either side, was a line of floral 
pieces. 

The whole scene was photographed 
scores of times. Apparently the throng 
was in an apprehensive state of mind, 
for every time a Hashlight picture was 
taken, piteous screams were heard from 
the people about the entrance 

At 12:30 the crowds began to file 
through and during the six hours in 
which the body was lying in state, It 
is estimated that 55,000 people passed 
the casket. 

When the casket was finally closed 
forever to the view of Washington peo- 
ple, the cavalry again escorted it to the 
, Spec jal train, which was to carry the 
body to Canton. 

The magnificent display of floral of- 
ferings, numbering no less than 125 
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pieces, and making the esi remarkable 
floral tribute ever seen bere, were taken 
to the station from the Capito} in car 
riages and wagons and there placed on 
a special car Three sections, com 
prising in all 20 passenger couches, 
were necessary to accommodate all 
those who accepted invitations to make 
the journey to Canton 


A Terrible Crush 


Just a 1 o'clock a frightful calamity 
was narrowly averted atthe east front of 
the Capitol. Tor hours the vast throng 
of people had been massed in front of 
the Capitol awaiting an opportunity to 
euter the rotunda. When the doors 
were opened tens of thousands of peo- 
ple rushed almost frantically to the 
wain entrance. The police and mili- 
tary guards were swept aside and al- 
most in a twinkling there was a tre- 
mendous crush at the foot of the great 
staircase. 

The immense throng swept backward 
and forward like the surging of a 
mighty sea. Women and children, a 
few of the litter babes in arms, were 
caught in the crowd and many were 
badly hurt. Strong men held children 
and even women high above the heads 
of the crowd to protect them from bodily 
injury. 

Despite the force of the military and 
the cooler heads in the throng, approxt- 
mately 100 people were injured. Some 
of the more’seriously hurt were carried 
into the rotunda and into various ad- 
joining apartments of the Capitol, 
Where first uid treatment was given 
them. <A number were hurried to hos- 
pitals in ambulances, but the majority 
either were faken to or subsequently 
Went, unassisted, to their homes, 

After the erush had been abated, upon 
the staircase and plaza immediately in 
front of it, were found tattered pieces of 
men’s and women’s weariug apparel of 
all kinds, crushed hats, gloves and even 
shoes. Watches, pocket books, keys 
and knives were picked up. 

Remaius Leave For Canton 

The last chapter of the sud ceremony, 
the removal of the body of the late 
president to its resting place at his old 
home at Canton, began at 8:20 o'clock 
last night, when the funeral train left 
here over the Pennsylvania railroad. 

The great brouze doors of the Capitol, 
where the body had lain in state, had 
Closed while thousands of people were

still waiting to get a last glance at the 
easket. ‘The guards at the Capitol were 
permitted a hurried look at the face of 
the dead president; the cover of the 
casket was screwed down by the under- 
takers; it was lifted once more upon 
the shoulders of the body-bearers, and 
by them borne to the hearse at the foet 
of the east steps of the Capitol. 

Thirty minutes’ time was required for 
the removal of the body from the Cap- 
itol to the train. ‘The route was down 
Pennsylvania avenue, which was linea 
on either side by troops of the District 
of Columbia. It was a quiet, noiseless 
journey. Notwithstanding the chilly air 
and the light mist, hats were uniformly 
removed as the cortege passed through 
the silent throngs that lined the avenn: 

At the Pennsylvania railroad station, 
where there was a dense mass of people, 
the body was received by large delega- 
tions of army aud navalofiicers. There 
the soldiers and seamen carried the 
casket from the hearse to the observa 
tion car, and placed in the second sec- 
tion of the funeral train. The casket 
was placed on standards draped with 
the national colors and was covered 
with floral emblems, 

It was 8:10 o'clock when this section 
steamed away, the first section having 
preceded it 10 minutes. ‘The observa- 
tion car bearing the body was flooded 
with light. ‘Through its crystal sides 
eve rything could be seen, so arranged 
that, as the train swept threugh the 
night, the casket, with a soldier stand- 
ing at the head and a sailor at the foot, 
could be plainly seen. 

Ten minutes later, the third section 
of the train, bearing the army and navy 
officers sped away, and the national 
eapital had performed its part in the 
funeral ceremonies. 

Dispatches from all along the route 
of the funeral train say that after leav- 
ing Washington all was darkness. The 
train seemed to be running through a 
tunnel, so black was the night. Faces 
of mournful groups, bare-beaded at the 
side of the train, could be seen as the 
train flashed by, and as villages were 
passed, the sound of tolling bells came 
faintly out of the gloom. At the large.

The Torpedo Destrover Cobra 
Wrecked In the North Sea 


WORLD'S FASTEST VESSEL 


Was Undergoing Boiler Test When 
She Struck a Rock and Explosion 
Followed—Sixty-Seven Lives Kuown 
to Have Been Lost 


London, Sept. 20.—The torpedo boat 
destroyer, the Cobra, has foundered in 
the North sea, the result of an explosion, 
The ship was en route from the yard of 
her builders at Newcastle to Por s 
mouth, and carried a crew of 42 ray. 1 
men and 37 employes of her builders. 
All were lost, with the exception of 
about a dozen persons. 

The first intimation of the disaster 
was the arrival of a fish’ng boat at Yar- 
mouth, with six bodies which had been 
picked up in the vicinity of the spot 
where the Cobra was last seen. Ac- 
cording to the iishermen, the Cobra was 
sighted by the lightship off Dowsing 
Sands enveloped in steam, and she 
shortly afterwards disappeared.

A dispatch from Middleboro says 12 
survivors of the crew of the Ccb a were 
landed there yesterday, and c nfirm- 
the first report that all the others wert 
drowned. 

The British admiralty has rece ved in 
formation that the explosion ocerrimd 
after the Cobra struck a rock, and that 
she sank immediately. 

Lieutenant Bosworth Smith, the 
Cobra’s commander, stood upon the 
bridge with his arms fold: d, as impas 
sive as if on parade, and went down 
with the vessel. 

The Cobra, like her sister boat, the 
Viper, was a turbine-engined vessel. 
She had just left the yard of her con- 
tractors, and was undergoing a boil 
test. 

About one year ago the torpedo boat 
destroyer Cobra beat the recerd of the 
Viper, and won the title of the fastest 
vessel in the world. The Viper, wh'ch 
was afterwards wrecked, had a speed 
record ef 43 miles an hour, while the 
Cobra in an unofiicial trial over the same 
course, made 37.7 knots, or 43.5 miles.

REPRESENTATIVES. 


George H. Brown One of the Lead- 
ing Candidates. 

Although legislative candidate George 
H. Brown is well known to the basi- 
ness men of the city, a short biographi- 
cal review may be of interest to the 
voters at large. 

Mr. Brown was born in Detroit, 
Mich., in 1870, and while on an ex- 
tended visit to his relatives in Quincy, 
attended the Coddington school and 
afterward continued his studies in the 
public schools of Detroit. 

Upon completion ef his school work 
when only eleven years of age, he ob- 
tained employment as a messenger in 
the superintendent’s office of M. C. R. 
R., where he remained until 1885, when 
he removed to Quincy, the birthplace 
of his mother. In 1885, Mr. Brown 
entered the office of an insurance pub- 
lication in Boston, and shortly after- 
ward became assistant to the secretary 
of the N. E. Insurance Exchange, where 
he acquired the experience which fitted 
him for the establishment of his insur- 
ance business in 1887 in Quincy. 

His local business soon required his 
entire attention and adding real estate 
and the negotiations of mortgage loans 
to his business, in 1889 he opened his 
present office in the Adams building. 
Finding the business demanded a 
knowledge of conveyancing, he took a 
short course at the Boston Law school 
in 1890, 

His business has since greatly in- 
creased until at the present time Mr. 
Brown has the management of a large 
number of estates throughout the city 
and owns as trustee property valued at 
about two hundred thousand dollars. 

During the past winter, uotwith- 
standing the large business conducted 
by Mr. Brown, he has completed the 
regular law course and was graduated 
from the Boston University Law School 
with the honor degree LL. B. “cum 
laude,’? and having passed the State 
Bar examination in July was admitted 
so practise during the past week in the 
Superior Judicial court. 

Mr. Brown bas always been a Repub- 
lican and soon after attaining his ma- 
jority, was nominated for Councilman 
at large, and although at that time he 
had but little acquaintance with the 
voters outside of his own ward, came 
within a few votes of election. At the 
the Representative convention last year, 
Mr. Brown’s name was brought forward 
by delegates from several of the wards 
but he promptly withdrew, not wish- 
ing to enter into a contest for the nom- 
ination,and preferring to wait until this 
year. 

By reason of his long business ex- 
perience in Quincy, coupled witb his 
legal training, Mr. Brown is particu- 
larly well qualified to serve the city as 
its representative to the General Court, 
and his candidacy is receiving substan- 
tial support from the citizens in every 
ward.

’ AN EMINENT SURGEON. 


Tareecr of Dr. McBurney, Called In 
Consultation on the President, 

Dr. Charles McBurney, the well 
known surgeon of New York, who was 
called to the bedside of President Mc- 
Kinley the other day to advise with the 
physicians in attendance there, {s said 
to have had as wide a hospital experl- 
ence in dealing with accident cases as 
any surgeon now in New York city. He 
was for thirteen years the chief con- 
sulting surgeon at Roosevelt hospital, 
and it was through him that the prt- 
vate pavilion in West Fifty-ninth street 
directly opposite the College of Physi- 
clans and Surgeons, known as the Wil- 
liam J. Syms Operating pavilion, was 
erected in 1892. 

While consulting surgeon of Roose- 
velt hospital Dr. McBurney had per- 
sonal charge of thousands of accident 
cases, says the New York Tribune. Dr. 
McBurney resigned his place at Roose- 
velt hospital in March of last year to

devote himself to a large private prac- 
tice. Dr. McBurney is also well known 
as a teacher and expounder of surgery. 
For twenty years he was connected 
with the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, and for three years he was 
professor of surgery in that institution. 
He severed his official connection with 
the college in 1892. 

Dr. MeBurney was born in Roxbury, 
Mass., Feb. 17, 1845. He received his 
elementary education in private schools 
in Boston and entered Harvard with 
the class of 1866. He had decided upon 
his profession in life, and he selected 
his studies with a view to his chosen 
calling. He received his degree of A. B. 
from Harvard in 1866 and that of A. M. 
in 1869. 

Having come to New York to obtain 
an education in surgery and medicine, 
he entered the medical department of 
Columbia college. He was graduated 
in 1870 and two years later was made 
an assistant demonstrator of anatomy. 
He held this place until 1874, and in 
1875 he was made chief demonstrator 
of anatomy. From 1880 to 1889 he was 
an instructor in operative surgery. In 
1888 he was also made an assistant 
professor of surgery, and a year after- 
ward he became professor of surgery, 
which chair he held until 1892. 

He first became connected with hos- 
pital work in 1882, when he became the 
visiting surgeon at Bellevue hospital. 
In 1888 he was made visiting surgeon 
at Roosevelt hospital. Dr. McBurney 
is still consulting surgeon in several 
hospitals, including St. Luke’s, the 
Presbyterian, the New York Ortho- 
pedic and the Hospital For the Rup- 
tured and Crippled. 


M’KINLEY AND GARFIELD. 


Dr. Charles McBurney Explains How 
Their Cases Differ. 

The attention cf Dr. Charles McBur- 
ney of New York, the eminent consult- 
ing physician in attendance upon Pres- 
ident McKinley at Buffalo, was recent- 
ly called to the fact that the bulletins 
in the Garfield case were favorable al- 
most to the end, or for more than two 
months. 
ble bulletins as to Mr. McKinley's con- 
dition could be compared to them. He 
was also asked to explain for the New 
York World if it were possible that the 
Garfield mistakes could be repeated 
now. He sald: 

“The difference In the statement be- 
tween President McKinley's wound and 
President Garfield's wound represents 
the advance in surgery in the last 
twenty years. Now the surgeons are 
able to locate the bullet within a very 
small area. It is certainly lodged in 
the muscles of the back and nowhere 
near the pancreas or gall bladder. The 
location of the bullet in President Gar- 
field's body could not be determined. 
Pus in those days was not necessarily 
regarded as a dangerous symptom. It 
is now. No pus has been found in Mr. 
McKinley’s wound. There was in Mr. 
Garfield’s. 

“Mr. Garfield's wound was a most 
unfortunate one. Mr. McKinley's 
wound is a very fortunate one. Mr. 
Garfield was shot through the back, 
and the bullet lodged where no one 
could get at it. Mr. McKinley was 
wounded from the front, and an op- 
eration could easily be performed. The 
spinal column interfered with an op- 
eration in Mr. Garfield’s case.”

Princeton, N. J., Sept. 20. 
exercises at Princeton university 
suspended yesterday, and mremorial ex 
ercises were held in Alexandria hall. 
The big hall was filled with students and 
visitors as the faculty, led by ex-Pres- 
ident Cleveland aud President Patton, 
slowly filed up the aisle to the rostrum. 

President Catton opened the exe:e ses 
with prayer, and, after a hymn, he read 
Psalm xivi, 
eulogizing the late president. Nearer, 
My God, to Thee” was then sung, and 
President Patton then introduced Mr. 
Cleveland, who, visibly affected and 
with tears in his eyes, eulog’zed the 
dead president 

Mr. Cleveland said in part: “Today 
the grave closes over the man who had 
been chosen by the people of the United 
States to represent their sovereignty, 
to protect and to defend their constitu 
tion, to faithfully execute the liws 
made for their welfare, and to safely up- 
hold the integrity of the republic. 

“He passes from the public sight, not 
bearing the wreaths and garlands of h’s 
countrymen’s approvipg acclaim, but 
amid the sobs and tears of a mourn- 
The whole nation loved 
their president. Ilis kindly disposition 
and affectionate traits, his amiable 
consideration for all around him, will 
long be in the hearts of his countrymen 
Iie loved them in return with such pa- 
triotism and unselfishnoss that in th’s 
hour of their grief and humiliation he 
would say to them: ‘It is God's will. 
I am content; if there is a le son in my 
life and deati, let it be taught to those 
who still live, and have the destiny of 
their country in their keeping. 

“Pirst in niy thoughts are the lessens 
to be learned from the career of Will 
jam McKinley by the young men who 
make up the students today of our uni- 
versities. They are nor 
difticult. The man who is universally 
mourned today was not deficient in eda- 
eation; but with all you will hear of h's 
grand career and 
country, you will not hear that what h> 
accomplished was due entirely to his 
education. 

“Ie was an obedicnt and affecti nate 
son, patriotie and faithful as a soldier, 
honest and upright as a citizen, tend r 
and devoted as a husband, and truthful, 
rencrous and unselfish; moral and clean 
in every relation of life. 

“There is a most serious lesson for all 
of us in the tragedy of our late presi- 
dent’s death. If we are to escape fur- 
ther attacks upon our peace and se 
curity, we must boldly and resolut ly 
grapple with the monster of anarchy. 
It is not a thing that we can safely leave 
to be dealt with by party er parti-an- 
ship. Nothing can guarantes us 
against its menaces except the teaching 
and the practice of the best eit zn hip, 
the exposure of the ends and aims of the 
gospel of discontent and hatred of social 
order, and the brave enactment and exe- 
cution of repressive laws. 

“Ry the memory of our martyred pres- 
ident-let us resolve to cultivate and pre- 
serve the qual'ties that made h’m great 
and useful, and let us determine to meet 
the call of patriotic duty in every time 
of our country’s danger or necd.”

hazards of the contest, and because it 
results in the overtraining of the men} 
to an extent which is hurtful physically 
and which unfits them for regular uni- 
versity work.” 

It is proposed that after the coming 
season all football and other athletic 
teams shall be coached by none but 
regularly employed instructors in the 
university. 

That is the policy that has been fol- 
lowed by the University of Chicago 
from the beginning, and it undoubtedly 
is best. The professional coach often 
forgets the interests of the college or 
the personal welfare of the men. In 
his desire to win at all hazards he is} 
tempted to introduce professional 
players into his team under more or 
less transparent disguises, thus injur- 
ing the good name of the college in at- 
tempting to bolster up his own reputa- 
tion. 1G

stead of mere sports they become bat-

The evils complained of can be cor-| 
rected to a large degree by keeping} 
athletics under the control of an in- 
structor or director connected with the 
faculty of the college.

Asa P. French, Esq., of Randelph 
appears at this date to be the leading 
candidate in the Southeastern district 
for district attorney, but Quincy is 
giving his friends some anxiety.

Washington, Sept. 23.—Only one new 
witness was introduced Saturday to 
the naval inquiry court. This witness 
was Commander Schroeder, who was 
executive officer of the battleship Mas- 
sachusetts during the war, and is now 
governor of the island of Guam. His 
testimony dealt with the cruise of the 
“tlying squadron” from Cienfuegos to 
Santiago, and the bombardment of the 
Spanish ship Cristobal Colon, as she lay 
in the mouth of the harbor at Santiago 
on May 31.

TESTIMONY OF ALIENISTS 


Will Probably Be to the Effect That 
the Assassin of the President Is Per- 


fectly Sane—Everything In Readl-- 


ness For Opening of Trial Today 


Buttalo, Sept. 25.—The most important 
development in the Czolgosz case is the 
announcement that no poison has been 
found on the bullet or revolver with 
which President McKinley was assas- 
Sipated. Chemical and bacteriological 
examinations were made, and both re- 
vealed the act that both were free from 
poison. 

District Attorney Penney and his en- 
tire staff spent all of Sunday at Buffalo 
city hall, preparing for the trial of Czol 
gosz, which was begun today. Mr. 
Penney had conferences with the alien- 
and with City Chemist Hill, who 
submitied his report upon an examina- 
tion of the bullets and revolver. 

Immediately after the death of the 
president, one of the staff of physicians 
in attendance ou the president expressed 
the opinion that the bullets might have 
been poisoned. District Attorney Pen- 
ney, who had possession of the assas- 
sin’'s revolver, ordered cxreful and 
thorough examinations made. Dr. 
Hill was directed to make a chemical 
examination of the bullets and the 
chambers and barrel of the revolver, 
and Dr. Elermau G. Matzinger, one of 
the surgeons, who performed the au- 
topsy upon the president's body, was 
ordered to make a bacteriological ex- 
amination. Dr. Hill reported to the dis- 
trict attorney that his work showed that 
no poison had been used. He also pre- 
sented a written report, but it will not 
be used on the trial, as that question 
is now eliminated from the case. 

Dr. Matzinger has finished his bacte- 
riological examination, and his work 
ulso revealed the absence of any poison. 
Authorities on this question state that 
the two examinations form a complete 
test and that the slightest trace of poison 
would have bcen revealed. 

Dr. MeDonald and Dr. Hurd, alienists 
for the defense, called upon District At- 
torney Penney shortly before 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, and remained with 
him until 3:15, when they were escorted 
to the jail by Detective Solomon. The 
insanity experts went into Czolgosz’s 
cell in “imurderers’ row,” and were 
locked up with him until 4:45 o’cleek, 
when they returned to the city hall and 
held another conference with the dis- 
trict attorney. Tifteen minutes later, 
Dr. Putnam, a local alienist, appeared 
and joined the conference. 

Although great secrecy was main- 
tained at the district attorney's office, it 
was learned that Dr. Hamilton, one of 
the mest noted alienists in the United 
States, and who was an exrert witness 
at the trial of Giteau, isin Buffalo. Not 
a doubt as to Czolgosz's sanity exists 
in the mind of District Attorney Penney, 
so tliat it is presumed that Dr. Hamilton 
is merely to meet the question of 
insanity should the defense determine 
to make a fight on that ground. Al- 
though the defense declines to make any 
definite statement on the subject, pend- 
ing the final opinion of Dr. McDonald, 
itis the concensus of opinion among 
those interested iu the case that no 
insanity plea will be iuterposed by 
Judges Lewis and Titus. The district 
already fortitied with the 
opinions of Dr. Fowler, Dr. Putnam and 
Dr. Crego, alicnists of some note, that 
Czolgosz is perfectly sane. 

The conference between the doctors, 
District Attorney Penney and Assistant 
District Attorney Haller lasted until 
20 o'clock last night. At its close 
Dr. MeDonald said: “TL cannot saya 
word upon this subject unt ll have re- 
ported my detinite conclusiens to the 
counsel for the def nnunot tell 
whether or not [ will be a witness.”

DIPLOMATS ON ANARCHY 


Czolgosz’s Heinous Crime Dis- 
cussed by Noted Foreigners. 


LIN-OHI AS HIS PUNISHMENT. 


Minister Wu Suggests Death by a 

Thousand Cuts For the Assassin. 
Surprise Expressed Because An- 
archists Are Allowed to Preach 
Their Doctrines. 


Among the diplomats who have re- 
turned to Washington from Buffalo, 
where they had visited the exposition 
in company with President McKinley, 
the spirit of depression and sorrow is 
most marked. Their grief is of a per- 
sonal nature because of their intimate 
association with the wounded pres!- 
dent. 

The Peruvian minister, Manuel Al- 
varez Calderon, tells the most succinct 
story of the day of the crime. The dip- 
lomats had been requested to meet at 
the Milburn house to accompany the 
presidential party to Niagara Falls. 
Owing to his watch gaining time Senor 
Calderon arrived at the meeting place 
slightly ahead of the others. His story, 
told to the Philadelphia Press corre- 
spondent, is as follows: 

“Upon my arrival at the house one 
of the guards told me that the pres!- 
dent had gone for a walk. I left my 
card and ordered my coachman to wait 
for me. Strolling along the corner, I 
met Mr. Silva, the Colombian minis- 
ter, who was also early in keeping his 
appointment. We stopped and were 
chatting about a square away from the 
Milburn house. A lady came out of the 
nearest residence and asked us pleas- 
antly if we were to accompany the 
president’s party and, being assured, 
said: ‘1 saw the president nearly an 
hour ago. I am an old friend and was 
on my lawn as he passed. He stopped 
and shook hands with me and talked 
about the exposition.’ We asked who 
was with him, and she replied, ‘He was 
entirely alone.’ The lady continued: 
‘I asked him if It were not dangerous 
to be abroad at such an hour unattend- 
ed. He laughed and asked what harm 
I could anticipate in such a beautiful 
and orderly city as Buffalo. Then he 
added, “These walks are my greatest 
pleasure—my one chance for self com- 
muujion—something very necessary 
when my life is passed, as fit were, in 
the midst of a crowd.”’ 

“Mr. Silva and I continued our walk, 
commenting upon the truly democratic 
instincts of the American people. 
Shortly afterward we saw the presi- 
dent turn «a corner briskly and enter 
the Milburn mansion. He was, as the 
lady related, absolutely alone. We were 
impressed by the simplicity of the man, 
the powerful leader of such a mighty 
nation. 

“I cannot describe our day at Niaga- 
ra falls adequately. I shall always 
think of the president when I remem- 
ber the sublime cataract. The president 
was so light hearted. He delighted to 
point out to us the scenes of greatest 
interest. We formed little groups about 
him, and he seemed to remember and 
appreciate the individuality of each. 
He was fhe life of the occasion, ask- 
ing us if we thought the river a good 
place to swim. 

“At the power house he was particu- 
larly anxious that we should appreci- 
ate and understand the intelligent 
workmanship which made the electric 
apparatus possible. He personally ex- 
plained several points about the tur- 
bines and machinery which were vague 
to us. I felt that I knew the president 
for the first time. Seeing him under 
such circumstances I began to under- 
stand his magnificent speech of the day 
before. He kindled respect and ad- 
miration into love by his kindly inter- 
est and intelfigent comprehension of 
our wishes. 

“We returned to Buffalo at 3:30 p m. 
Mr. Buchanan told us that the presi- 
dent had determined to hold a recep- 
tion of the public at the exposition and 
that we were free for the afternoon. 
We shook hands with the president 
and went our ways. There was not a 
member of the diplomatic corps at the 
Temple of Music when the tragedy oc- 
curred. 

“Mr. Silya aud myself went to Ma- 
chinery hall to examine some of the 
exhibits. (When we emerged, the news 
of the horrible tragedy was afloat. We 
went immediately to the Emergency 
hospital. We saw Mr. Cortelyou and 
expressed our horror, but what im- 
pressed us and which will remain as a 
memory of the terrible occasion was 
the wonderful calm of the American 
people. A multitude was assembled, 
but there was no disorder. When we 
came out, we were stopped by hun- 
dreds, who inquired in a quiet manner 
for news. We were asked these ques- 
tions time and again, but there was no 
tumult, only an intense, anxious desire 
to know the news. Everybody was re- 
spectful, and, although we were halt- 
ed after we got into our carriage by 
the people, it was always in a kindly 
but deeply interested manner. I never 
saw such a scene in all my travels, and 
yet the anxiety was most keen. 

“I am, however, astonished to find 
that there is no law in this country to 
prevent the distribution of anarchistic 
literature through the mails. In Peru 
we have a law which makes an as- 
sault on the president a capital crime, 
whether it be successful or not. Men 
have no chance to incite irrational peo- 
ple to such crimes, as the mere attempt 
brings swift punishment. We cannot 
understand that the citizens of a free 
country should be permitted to con- 
spire against Its life. 

“Notwithstanding my observations 
of the American people, I am struck 
with another strange thing. The three 
men who bave attacked your presi- 
jdents have been native born. It would 


teem that men used to the free institu. 
tions of the United States would be in- 
eapable of such heinous crimes as the 
one which has thrown the whole world 
into sorrow on three occasions.” 

Don Carlos Martinez Silva, the Co 
lombian minister, is profoundly affect- 
ed by the sad occurrence. In discuss. 
ing it he said: 

“I have no words to express my sor- 
row because of the blow dealt the chiet 
executive of this great country. On 
Thursday [Sept. &] I listened to his 
eloquence, and my heart was stirred 
within me. I felt that with such a 
guide all the Americans would move 
to a higher plane and that an era of 
peace, prosperity and good will had 
dawned, with glorious prospects of con- 
tinned duration. I felt, and many of 
my colleagues have told me that they 
shared this belief, that in President 
McKinley the Latin republics possess- 
ed not only a sincere friend, but one 
whose wisdom and prudence promised 
beneficent results In the future. We

PRESCOTT. 


“About fy country, I can say that 
we are satisfied with the course which 
President McKinley has pursued since 
the beginning of the existing difficul- 
tles. We acknowledge the justice and 
the kindliness which have actuated ey- 
ery diplomatic movement, and we are 
grateful. For this reason Colombia 
shares in a peculiar way the sorrow 
which bas fallen on the sister repub- 
lic.” 

Senor Calvo, minister from Costa 
Rica, expressed the greatest horror of 
the terrible outrage upon the president. 
“Such things occurring in a free re- 
public are terrible,” he said. “The 
crime itself is atrocious on all occa- 
sions, but when directed against the 
life of such a kindly and righteous 
president as Mr. McKinley it surpasses 
the utmost credulity. I cannot express 
the horror of myself or my people and 
pray that the president's recovery 
may be rapid and that the United 
States and the world may be spared 
the terrible affliction of such a shock 
in the future.” 

Mr. Calvo continued: “I am surpris- 
ed that the rigid postal laws of the 
United States should permit the circu- 
lation of seditious matter. It is treason 
to counsel the destruction of the ruler 
of a cointry, yet these virulent an- 
archistic sheets must pass freely 
through the mails in order to be cir- 
culated. Your Jaws are _ properly 
stringent against publications or writ- 
tings inciting fraud or immorality. No 
avowed anarchist should be permitted 
to receive or mail letters. His ebulll- 
tions should be confiscated wherever 
found. This is a matter of public 
safety.” 

Kogoro Takahira, minister from Ja- 
pan, who returned to Washington deep- 
ly affected by the tragedy, said: 

“Nobody could expect that such a 
good president of the United States 
should become’ the victim of such an 
appalling and dastardly crime. It is 
hurdly possible to express one’s feel- 
iugs on such an occasion, but we join 
the people of the United States in re- 
celying the sad news with surprise and 
indignation, and our sincere and honest 
wishes are that he should recover 
speedily and permanently, and in this 
statement I am confident that I volce 
the sentiment of my government and 
my people throughout all Japan.” 

Mr. Takahira furtber said that in 
his country such a crime was imposs!- 
ble. 

Wu Ting Fang, the Chinese minister, 
wis not of the Buffalo party, but Is 
none the less horrified at the occur- 
rence. In conversation with the corre- 
spondent he said: 

“No words can describe my feelings 
of detestation for such a miscreant. It 
seemed to me that President McKin- 
ley especially would be preserved from 
such outrages. I fully believe that he 
will recover, and I sincerely mourn his 
terrible danger and suffering.” 

The Chinese minister was asked what 
would have been the procedure in his 
country. He answered, with his usual 
promptness: 

“We would give him the death of 
lin-chi. Do you know what that means? 
His family and relatives would also be 
held to account for the education of 
such a monster. The crime, however, 
would be impossible in my country. 
Besides a deep rooted respect of the 
emperor, there are sufficient guards, 
and promiscuous receptions and hand- 
shakings-are not tolerated, but if by 
any possible chance such a criminal 
should arise he would be condemned 
to the lin-chi and his relatives called to 
account.” 

The lin-chi is the death of a thousand 
cuts. The minister says it is a statu- 
tory punishment for certain crimes so 
heinous that the imagination is ap- 
palled to contemplate them in the ab- 
stract. Among these are the murder 
of a father or mother. 


Truing Rallway Wheels, 

A simple device, it is reported, has 
been put in operation on some of the 
railroads by which the wheels can be 
trued up without interfering with their 
use. It consists, says-the Philadelphia 
Times, of a brake shoe’ that contains 
pockets filled with a grinding material, 
so that when a wheel becomes flatten- 
ed it is only necessary to remove the 
old shoe and put it in its place, doing 
the braking as usual, the wheel becom- 
ing turned down in the course of a lit- 
tle while.

IN ITS FULL BEAUTY 


Pan-American Exposition Now 
at Its Best 


EVERY FEATURE DEVELOPED 


To Its Highest Point and Being Op- 
erated on More Elaborate Scale Than 
Ever—Kecent Tragedy Has Caused 


a Great Loss to Buffalenians 


Buffalo, Sept. 23.—This city is pulling 
itself together again after a fortnight 
of anxiety and sorrow such as it has 
never known. What was intended to 
be the gala period of its history was 


turned into unspeakable grief which has 


gone into every home witb a force hard 
for any one not here to realize. 


Buffalo was fullof personal loyalty and 


enthusiasm for President McKinley. It 
has been a centre of MeKinley  senti- 
ment all through his public career and 
there was no city in the country where 
friendship and devotion for him was 
more marked. Naturally, his tragic 
end, while its guest, depressed the city 
beyond expression, 


There never was a@ community more 


engrossed in a great undertaking than 
Buffalo was with the Pan-American 
exposition three weeks ago. Every 
man, woman and child in the city hada 
direct interest and pride in the under- 
taking. It seemed that everyone with 
whom a stranger spoke had in mind the 
large ideal of great good whieh the 
demonstration of the wonderful re- 
sources and abilities of the Western 
hemisphere was to do for the country. 
Buffalo people seemed rather proud that 
the whole expense of the demonstration 
had fallen upon them and their fellow- 
citizens. ‘They would eall attention to 
the fact that all of the funds had been 
raised in Buffalo without the assistance 
from the nution, the state, or even the 
city corporation. 

When, in his memorable address, the 
president emphasized the Pan-American 
idea and made it part of history, the 
people of Buffalo realized that their ef- 
forts were appreciated. They seemcd 
contented and proud that, as individ- 
uals of one city, they had done the work 
which might well have been the nation’s 
undertaking. The revulsion was terri- 
ble, and now that it is passed the ques- 
tion of what is to come is interesting. 

The pul'ic feeling is strong, and all 
one way. Everyone seems to realize 
that the stockholders of the expcsition 


have met a great loss, probably of no 


less than $1,000,000, That prac- 
tically means the citizens, for abaut 
every Buffalonian has stock in the ex- 
position according to his means. 
dollars and cents seem pretty thorough- 
ly to be eliminated from the calculation 
now, but the work to be done and the 
end to be achieved seem foremost in 
every man’s mind. They feel now that 
the exposition must be carried toa glori- 
ous finish as a labor of patriotism and of 
love. President Milburn and Direetor 
General Buchanan were seen yesterday. 
President Milburn put this thought very 
strongly. He said: 

“There must be no faltering in our ef- 
forts now, considering how much the 
success of the Pan-American exposition 
means in the development of closer po- 
litical and commercial relatons between 
the peoples of the Western hemisphere. 
That was a policy earnestly favored by 
President McKinley and which in‘er- 
ested him so deeply in the exposition 
from its first inception. It is a.strange 
stroke of fate that the success o7 the ex- 
position should be threatened through 
this fearful tragedy. We should be 
lacking in loyalty to his memory of we 
did not bend all our energies to crown- 
ing the work which he had so close to 
his heart. 

“The position in which the tragedy 
found me gave me the opportunity to 
know what was in that great soul dur- 
ing the hours just before that execrable 
shot. The president had taken the deep- 
est interest in the exposition from the 
start. Its tleal and conception are in 
harmony with his wise and beneficent 
public policy. The years that have been 
spent in the evolution and development 
of the idea of the essential interdepend- 
ence of the nations of the Western hemi- 
sphere, which we call the Pan-American 
idea, have their first full expression in 
this exposition. I know that had he 
been spared to conclude his visit he in- 
tended to commend the exposition in 
his powerful and convincing way to the 
support of the public. 

“There are six weeks more of the 
life of the exposition, and it isin the full 
bloom of its beauty and interest. Every 
feature of it has been developed to its 
highest point, and it is being operated 
on a more elaborate scale than ever. 
It is a national enterprise. and should 
be supported as such for the credit of 
our country 4s the leading nation of this 
hemisphere, That support, I feel cer- 
tain, it will have in the fullest and over- 
flowing measure.” 

Referring to President Milburn’s 
statement, Director General Buchanan 
said that at no previous exposition had 
the countries of South and Central 
America taken as deep personal interest 
in the success of an exposition as they 
had in this one; that this was especially 
true of Chili, which had expended upon 
a building and an exhibit here $500,000, 
and equally so of Cuba, which for the 
first time in her history stood indepen- 
dent in a great exposition within a 
magnificent building of her own, filled 
with her natural resources and products,

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COLONEL MURRAY KILLED 


Was Head of Crack Corps of British 
Secuts In South Africa 

London, Sept. 23.—The war office has 
received the following d'spatch from 
Lord Kitchener, dated Pretoria, Sept. 
22: 

“Kritzinger, while endeavcring to 
force a passage of the Orange river near 
Heyschell at 1 o'clock Friday morning, 
rushed the camp of a party of Lovatt’s 
scouts. Lieutenant Colonel Murray 
and Captain Murray, his adjutant, were 
killed. Deeply regret the loss of Col- 
onel, who throughout the war had led 
Lovatt’s scouts with great gallantry. 

“Under cover of darkness the Boers 
managed to carry offagun. They were 
promptly followed up, and the gun was 
recovered in a smart engagement. in 
which Kritzinger lost two killed and 
20 taken prisoners..” 

Lord Kitchener also reports that the 
British captured by the Boevs in the 
ambush near Scheeper’s Nek, Sept. 17, 
have been released, and that the British 
casualties in the recent Vlakfontein en- 
gagement, when the Boers captured a 
company of mounted infantry and two 
guns, were one officer and five men 
killed, 23 men wounded, and six officers 
taken prisoners. He announces that 
these prisoners have since been released. 

He further reports the capture of two 
commandoes—oue consisting of 55 men 
under Commandant Koch, who were 
taken, together with their entire trans- 
port, west of Adenburg, and the other, 
consisting of 54 men, including VP. J. 
Botha, who were taken with 48 wagons 
and thelr belongings, 45 miles southeast 
of Carolina. 

A most alarmist letter from Cape 
Town ts published today by The Daily 
Express. The writer says: “The 
Boers are overrunning Cape Colony. 
They are on both the coast Hines and 
within 40 miles of Cape Town. Even 
the intelligence department does not 
know how many Colonial rebels have 
taken up arms in the last fortnight.”

The first witness, Samuel J. Fields, 
described the ground floor plan of the 
temple of music, and was followed by 
Perry A. Bliss, a photographer, who pre- 
sented views of the interior of the build- 
ing. The remainder of the afternoon 
was taken up with the testimony of 
three physicians, two of whom had at- 
tended the president during his last 
days, while the other performed the au- 
topsy. 

The latter, Dr. Gaylord, was the first 
of the trio to be called.

The 
eause of death was attributed to the 
gunshot wound, but, fundamentally, he 
said, it was due to the changes back of 
the stomach, in the pancreas, carsed by 
the breaking down of the material of 
the pancreas, us a result of the passage 
of the bullet.

The probable duration of the trial, ft 
is believed, can be placed at two full 
days. Whe District Attorney Penney 
was asked by Justice White aa to the 
time he would take in the presentation 
of his ease, he declared that he would 
conclude by Tuesday noon. Ex-Justice 
Titus, for the defense, was non-com- 
mittal, however, and merely replied: 
“That depends upon the turn things 
take.” 

It is net probable that any defense 
will be put in, owing to the c'a acter 
of the prisoner and his refusal to aid 
his attorneys in any way to procure ev'- 
dence which they could use in his fa- 
ver. The idea of an attempt to enter 
the question of his sanity is not thought 
of, in view of the reports of the ali@a- 
who have recently examined him, 
and there is ground for the belief that 
the trial will be concluded with a ses- 
sion of but one day more.

SHAFFER’S STATEMENT 


Blames Tin Pilate Company | 


For Steel Workers’ Strike 


GOMPERS IS ORITICIZED 


For Failure of Federation of Labor to 
Aid Strih 
ing Promised to Do So—General 


Resumption of Work In Mills 


evs Finaucially After Hav- 


Pitisburg, Sept. 24.—The Ass ciaied 
Fress has seetired an advance copy of 
the statement by President Sbaffer of 
the Amalgamated assoc aiion, giving a 
history of the late strike of steel and 
tin workers from its inception, and the 
terms of the settlement. 

Presideut Shaffer says, in the cours+ 
of the circular, that the American Tin 
Plate company is responsible for the 
strike, because of its action at the sheet 
steel conference. He charges the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor with failing 
to aid the Amalgamated assocation 
strikers financially, though the Federa- 
tion of Labor has been affiliated ever 
since its inception with the association, 
and the association bas always con- 
tributed to the Federation's support. 
He says, also: “The report that finan- 
cial help came from the national lodze 
of the Mine Workers is absolutely false 
—we received nothing.” 

Mr. Shaffer then continues: “I ar- 
ranged for Mr. Gompers of the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor to meet Mr. 
Morgan, to effect a settiement. Mr. 
Morgan yave up his vacation, went to 
New York and waited for Mr. Gompers, 
who failed to appear, nor has he since 
explained why he neglected our in- 
terests.” 

President Shaffer further says that af- 
ter vainly waiting for the coal mine.s 
and railroad men to be called out in 
sympathy with the strike, the nation 1 
officers of the association requested its 
president to seek a conference. Ile 
was successful, after many d tticu'ties. 
The conference was held in New York 
Sept. 14, and the subjoined settlement 
made: 

For American ‘Tin Plate, 

Tirst—Seale sha!l be the prices agreed 
upon at Cleveland, and found in scale 
book. 

Second —This contract is between the 
Ainalgamated association and the 
Awerican Tin Plate company, the hat- 
ter being a distinct and separate com- 


pany in itself. 
Third—The company reserves the 
right to discharge any employe who 


shall, by interference, abuse of con- 
straint, prevent another from peaceably 
following his vocation without reference 
to connection with labor orzanizaiions, 

Pourth—Nou-union mills shall be rep- 
resented as such—no attempts made to 
organize, no charters granted; old char- 
ters retained by men if they desire. 

Fifth Individual agreements shall be 
made for mills of improved character, 
until they are developed, when scales 
shall be made to govern. 

Sixth -Seale is signed for mills below: 
Elwood, Ind.; Elwood City, Laughlin, 
Middletown, Ind.; Falcon, City, 
Auderson, Ind., Joliet, New Kensington 
(two mills), Atlinta, Ind., Connellsville, 
Newcastle «two mills), Lisbon, Jolfs- 
town, Muskegon, Canonsburg, Labelle, 
Canal Dover. 

Seventh—Agreed that the company 
shall not hold prejudice against em- 
ployes by reason of their membership 
with the Amalgamated association. 

Eighth—This agreement is to remain 
in force three years from July 1, 1901, 
bit terminate at 90 days’ notice from 
elther party on or after Oct. 1, 1902. 

This last clause is to be voted upon 
by the tin lodges, and answer given im- 
mediately. If you agree to a three 
years’ scale with 90 days’ no.ification, 
vote yes. If you prefer the yearly 
seale, vote no. Do this at once, or the 
above will become law by default. 

This agreement is only for the seale 
year ending June 30, 19027 

The scale for the Sheet Steel company 
is signed for all mills of last year, but 
Hyde Park and Canal Dover. 

The scale signed for mills of the Steel 
Hoop company is the same as that 
signed for last year. 

Mr. Shaffer closes by saying he is 
willing to resign if the menibers think be 
is ineftictent and incapable. 

There was a‘general resumption at 
all the mills at Pittsburg and at Me- 
Keesport yesterday, except at the tin 
plate mills, which were worked with 
the same forces as last week. 

The strikers had pickets on active 
duty again at the Starand Monongahela 
Tin Plate plants in Pittsburg, and a 
strong force of police were also on hand 
to prevent rioting. The Dewees Wood 
plant of the American Sheet Steel com- 
pany at McKeesport, which was to be 
dismantled, partly resumed operations 
yesterday, after three months’ idleness. 
Very few old employes were turned 
away when they applied for work. 

The tin workers last night decided to 
postpone action on their plan to secede 
from the Amalgamated association until 
the settlement of the strike is better 
understood. As long as they retain 
their charters they are strikers and are 
entitled to strike benefits. This fact 
led them to call off for the present their 
proposed conference with District Man- 
ager Phillips, and until something fur- 
ther develops they will continue as 
Amalgamated association striktrs,

READY FOR THE FRAY 


Columbia and Shamrock Are 


Officially Measured 


BUT FORTY-THREE SECONDS 


Allowed the American Boat, the 


Smaller of the Two, Over the Thirty- 


Mile Course—Lipton Seems to Be 


Sure of Lifting the Cup 


New York, Sept. 25.—Preliminary to 
the first of the races for the Amer-ea’s 
place tomorrow, the two 
yachts, Columbia and Shamrock 11, 
were messured yesterday. Columbia 
has already proceeded to her moorings 
at Sandy Hook, preparatory to the rece. 
Shamrock joined her this morning. 

The official measurements of the eup 
yachts were made publie last night at 
the New York Yacht club. ‘The re- 
sult was in the nature of a surprise, for 
it showed that the Shamrock, which is 
the larger boat, so far as sail area and 
displacement are concerned, allows only 
43 seconds to the Columbia over a 20- 
mile on which the contests for 
the America’s cup are to be sailed. 

The Shamrock has a shorter wat. r- 
line length. She has a longer spin- 
baker boom, a longer gaff, a longer tep- 
iuast and carries more cunvas. 

Mr. Watson, the designer of the Sham- 
rock, by keeping down the load water- 
line length of his yacht, has got the 
better of his rival, Mr. Herreshoff. The 
enil area of the Shamrock is larger, and 
by judicious handling of his spars is 
ouly penalized 45 seconds. 

Wheu the approximate result of the 
measurement of the Columbia and 
Shamrock were told to Mr. Lipton in 
the Erie basin, he could searcely con- 
ceal his joy. 

“We thought,” he safd, “that the 
Shamrock would have to concede more 
time. All hands now believe that 
our chances are getting better all the 
lifting the cup, All of th: 
crew of the Shamrock now believe that 
our victors is certain. Of course, I 
hope that we sahil win, but I am not 
so foolhardy as to ignore the magnificent 
capabilities of our next-door neighbor,” 
pointing to the Columbia in the other 
end of the dock. 

W. B. Duncan, who is to represent the 
New York Yacht club on the Shamrock, 
Was conservative. Ie did not care to 
express ai cpinion. He said the two 
yeehts had a striking resemblance so 
fur as their nuderbodies were concerned.

THREE INDICTMENTS 


Returned Against Lambert In the Case 
of the Allen Murders 

Dover, N. H., Sept. 25.-The grand 
jury for the September term of the su 
preme court for this county yesterday 
returned three indictmeuts against 
Ifenry Lambert of Shirley, charging 
him with the murder of J. W. Allen, 
Mary Allen, his wife, and Carrie Allen, 
their daughter, at Shirley, on May 1: 
last. On aceount of the large number 
of criminal and civil cases on the docket, 
Lambert's trial will not be held until 
Nov. 19. Lambert will renain in jail 
here awaiting the trial. 

The crime came to light on May 18, 
when the bodies of J. W. Allen, a prom- 
inent and prosperous farmer and mem: 
ber of the board of selectmen of the 
town of Shirley, and those of his wife 
and 14-yenr-olJ daughter, were found 
lying among the smouldering embers otf 
their home .on a lonely stage road, lead: 
ing from Monson to Moosehead lake. 
The bodies were burned so badly that 
only the charred bones were left to 
show that human lives had been sac 
rificed. ‘There were evidences of mur 
der, and for a time there was an air o 
deepest mystery. Allen was 6S yeurs 
of age; his wife was 60. 

Henry Lambert, a French-Canadiatr 
guide, who lived nearby, was at first 
supposed to have seen the light of the 
burning house, and upon hastening to 
the rescue, was set upon by the mur 
derer o tthe Allen family and killed, 
Lambert, however, tnade his appearance 
en May 14, and said he knew nothng 
concerning the tragedy. Lambert was 
arrested at Shirley on May 16, on sus- 
picion and was bound over for his ap- 
pearance at the September sitting of the 
grand jury. He is 26 years of age and 
has been in Shirley nine years. 


Death of Vrince of Tramps

proud of his profession. In his younget 
days he was Known as Jolin Healey, but 
in the: last 30 years, under wany names 
and titles, he has almost girdled thi 
globe, without aby money and without 
work.

Has Stirred Up the Fall River 
Mill Men 


TEXTILE COUNCIL ACTS 


Will Ask For a General 


Five Percent—Manufacturers Not 


Advance of 


Disposed to Accede, and Accept 


the Prospect of a Strike 
e 

Fall River, Mass., Sept. 26.—Prom- 
inent members of the Manufacturers’ 
association say that they will await the 
receipt of the formal request of the 
Textile Council before taking any action 
on the announced increase of 5 percent 
in the wages of the Bourue and Iron 
Works corporations’ employes, 

No one can tell at this time what the 
final action of other local Manufacturers 

willbe. They do not disguise their an- 
ger at Mr. Borden's move in advane ing 
waxes above the high water mark, when 
cotton is higher and cloth is lower than 
they have been within a twelvemonth. 
That is to say, cotton is now at 8 1-4 
cents, and print cloths are nominally 
at J cents, while they were at 31S cents 
about nine wonths ago, and cotton was 
then 1 cent a pound lower. The volun- 
tury advance of the Iron Works wills 
Was us much of a surprise to the labor 
leaders as it was to the manufacturers. 
Because of the recent fiasvo in the Manu- 
facturers’ association, whereby a vote 
to reduce wages wus not carried out, 
there has been a lack of unity among 
local manufacturers totally unlike any 
previous condition kuown here. But 
the action of the Lron Works mills seems 
likely to cause a burial of hatchets and 
a revival of the community of interests 
idea for defeuse against the one whom 
most Manufacturers today regard as a 
common chemny, 

At a special meeting of the Textile 
Council last night It was unanimously 
voted to instruct Secretary Whitehead 
to address a communication to manu- 
facturers, asking that notices ho posted 
in all the mills giving an advance of 
wases similar to that posted in the Iron 
Works and Bourne mills. The 'Tex- 
tile Council is composed of three mem- 
bers from each of the textile unions of 
the city. Secretary Whitehead says 
that this communication will be sent at 
the earliest possible time, but will not 
say what the officers will do if the ad- 
vance is not granted. 

The general sentiment among mill 
men is that there will be no advance in 
wages. The manufacturers refuse to 
talk about what they will do, now that 
the advance is to be asked for. They 
necept the prospect of a strike and say 
that an enforced shutdown will work 
to their advantage. They claim that 
a strike now would relieve many of the 
mills from contracts 4which were made 
at a figure a great deal closer to 2 cents 


than to the present quotation They 
also say that the stock of gray gocds in 


this city is a great deal larger than is 
#enerally supposed. Some of the treas- 
urers say it will reach 1,000,000 pieces, 
Now that the indications point to better 
prices in the cloth market a curtailhnent 
would have, it is believed, a steadying 
effect on the market, besides giving a 
reduction of stock on hand. 

The talk of an advance had little or no 
effect on the market, which 
steady yesterday at 3 cents.

SMALL CALIBER RIFLES. 


How They May Be Kept Clean With 
a Squirt of Water. 

“Now, I'll tell you something that 
will save you the trouble and expense 
of bringing this gun to me again,” said 
the expert gunsmith to the owner of 
a .22 caliber magazine rifle, the barrel 
of which had become so foul that it 
would not shoot trne. 

“The rifles of this gun are not lead- 
ed. ‘They are simply caked up with 
powder. All small caliber rifles get 
that way when ordinary, soft bullets 
are shot out of them. This caked pow- 
der is as hard as steel, and if I were 
to try to get it out with instruments I 
would ruin several dollars’ worth of 
tools. Water is the thing to use. Wa- 
ter is the greatest solvent known, but 
very few people, particularly people 
who handle guns, seem to appreciate it. 
They nearly always try to clean their 
gun barrels with oil when water will 
do the work twice as well. 

“You use this rifle mostly for shoot- 
ing frogs, don’t you? I thought so. 
That is what most men use a .22 call- 
ber for. And you sometimes shoot it 
several hundred times a day, and you 
find it too much trouble to wipe it out 
every few shots. Ain't I right? I knew 
it. Now, let me tell you what to do. 
Jet a small syringe that you can carry 
in your vest pocket, and after every 
ten or twelve shots squirt a syringeful 
of water into the barrel of your gun 
from the breech, then shoot a cartridge 
out of it while it is wet. If you will 
follow this plan, you can shoot your 
gun 10,000 times and never need to 
clean it. The water softens the powder 
that has accumulated in the rifies and 
the bullet forces it out. 

“Use plenty of water in the barrel of 
your rifle, very little oil in the lock, 
and never under any circumstances put 
coal oj] in the works, and you will’: 
yourself much yexation and alwa,-~ 
have a smooth working gun.”—St. Lou- 
is Republic.

MADE BUT THREE WINS 


All Go to Cambridge, Oxford Failing 
to Score a Point—Six Events Won 
by Americans Are D.vided by Har- 
vard and Yale 


New York, Sept. 26.—The athletes of 
Yale and Harvard met the athl tte rep- 
resentatives of Oxford and Cambr'dge 
universities yesterday at Beikeley oval 
in track and field events, and the brawn 
and muscle of the American colleg aus 
proved to be too much for that of the 
visitors, the Americans winning six 
out of the nine events on the program. 

Points were counted for wins only, so 
that the Harvard and Yale men de- 
feated their English opponents by a 
score of 6 points to 3. Some of the most 
sanguine admirers of the American ath- 
letes auticipated this score, but many of 
the more conservative of the Yale and 
Harvard adherents said that they would 
be satisfied if the Americans won five 
out of the nine events. 

A better condition of affairs, weather- 
wise, could not have been desired, for 
during the greater part of the afternoon 
the athletes were favored by warm sun- 
shine and a cooling breeze which blew 
down the heme stretch, but was not 
strong enough to affect the flight of the 
runners. 

Between the American wvniversities 
honors were equally divided, the Har- 
vard meu winning three events and the 
Yale men carrying off first honors in a 
similar number of events. 

The Oxford representatives failed to 
gain a point for the visiting team, the 
light blue of Cambridge being in front 
in all three contests which were won 
by the Englishmen. 

The greatest race and closest contest 
of the day was the 120-yard hurdle race. 
The issue was between Garnier of Ox- 
ford and Converse of Harvard from the 
erack of the pistol. Up to the eighth 
hurdle they were abreast, several yards 
in front of Allcock of Catabridge and 
Clapp of Yale, Going over the last 
hurdle Converse gained a couple of 
inches and, as he threw his hands up 
at the tape, he was barely six inches ip 
front of Garnier, the time being 153-5 
seconds. 

Hargrave of Yale made a great effort 
toward the finish of the 100-yard dash, 
which he won in 10 2-5 seconds by about 
a yard. 

In the one half-mile run Franchot of 
Yale won the toss for pole position, but 
as Workman of Cambridge wished to 
try for a record, the Yale man conecded 
the position. Workman won very hand- 
ily, with Cleave of Oxford second, in 
1:55 3-5, just 2 1-5 seconds behind the 
record. 

Rust of Harvard won the quarter-mile 
run in 50 seconds, with Boardman of 
Yale as his closest competitor, neither 
of their English competitors being able 
to get on even terms with them at any 
stage of the race. 

In the one mile run Cockshott of Cam- 
bridge won easily, while Gregson, his 
mate, finished five yards in front of 
Knowles of Harvard, who made a 
plucky effort. 

In the two-mile run Workman of 
Cambridge won by at least 40 yards, 

In the tield events the Americans had 
all their own way. May of Oxford 
caused a good deal of surprise by his 
exhibition with the 16-pound hammer, 
which he threw 12S feet 3 inches, gain- 
ing second place to W. A. Boal of Har- 
vard, who won with a throw of 136 
feet 8 inches. 

Spraker of Yale carried off the honors 
in the running high jump, as well as 
those in the running broad jump. In 
the high jump Kernan of Harvard tied 
Spraker at 6 feet 1-2 inch. The bar 
was then raised 1 inch and Spraker 
cleared it, Kernan failing to get over. 

Spraker won the running broad jump 
with a jump of 22 feet,4 inches. Ris- 
tine of Harvard was second, with 21 
feet, 4 inches. Henderson cleared 19 
feet, inches. Cornish of Oxford, who 
wrenched his knee shortly after he ar- 
rived in this country, made an attempt, 
but his leg twisted under him, and he 
had to retire from the contest after this 
painful effort. 

While the contests were essentially 
American against Briton, and not col- 
lege against college, the relative per- 
formances of each are worth noting. 
In this respect the four colleges rank 
as follows: Harvard 1, Yale 2, Cam- 
bridge 3, Oxford 4. This is d rived 
from the following reeapitutaion:

Promise of a Rare Contest Between 
Columbia and Shamrock Today 
Washington. Sept. 26.--Two new wit- 
hesses were introduced in the Schley 
eourt yesterday. ‘hey were Admiral 
Cotton who, as captain, commanded the 
auxiliary cruiser Harvard, and Cap‘ain 
Wise, who commanded the auxil ary 
cruiser Yale, during the Spanish war. 
Both these vessels were used as scou!s 
and both came up with the tying squad. 
ron off Santiago on the 27th of May, b>- 
fore the retrograde movement to Key 
West was begun. 

Admiral Cotton testified that he went 
aboard Admiral Schley’s flagship on 
that date to take dispatches to him, and 
he said at first that he gave him four or 
five dispatches addressed to the com- 
mander of the squadron. He after- 
wards modified this statement by saying 
that probably two of these d’spat. hes 
were addressed to himself (Admiral Cot- 
ton), but that they contained informa- 
tion which he thought should be in Ad- 
miraul Schley’s possession. One of these 
was a copy of a dispatch from Admiral 
Sampson, which had not been printed 
in the official recor ts, stating that the 
Spanish fleet was at Sant'ago. Healso 
said that coal could have been taken 
from the Merrimac ov the 27th of May, 
the day on which the retrograde move- 
ment to Key West was begun for the 
purpose of coaling. 

Captain Wise testified that on the 27th 
of May he signalled Captain Philip of 
the Texas his opinion that Cervera was 
inside the barbor at Santiago, but the 
testimony was ruled out. 

The “Dear Schley” letter was intro- 
duced yesterday. It is dated Key 
West, Fla. May 20, 1808, . Referring 
toa telegram from the pavy department 
received by Sampson, advising the lat- 
ter to send word to Scliley to proeeed to 
Santiago, the letter says: 

“After duly considering this telegram, 
I have decided to make uno change in 
the present planus; that is, that you 
should hold your squadron off Cicnfve 
If the Spanish ships have put into 
Santiavo they must come either to Ha- 
Vana or Cienfuegos to deliver the mu- 
nitions of war which they are said to 
be bringing for use in Cuba. 1 aim, 
therefore, of the opinion that our best 
chance of in capturing their 
ships will be to hold the two points, 
Cienfuegos and Havana, with all the 
force we can muster. If later it should 
develop that these vessels are at San- 
tlago we could then assemble off that 
port the ships best suited for the pur- 
pose and cotpletely blockadeit. Until 
we then receive more positive ‘n’orma- 
tion we shall continue to hold Havana 
and Cienfuegos.”

3ut the excursion fleet returned dis 
appointed fhe great sngle stickers 
Went out fresh for the batth» but the 
sea refused them a fleld of econtl'et. The 
winds never more than nine, and 
sometimes as slow as three knots, was 
too light and shifty to carry the con- 
testants over the 30-mi’e course in the 
time allowed by the rules. At the end 
of 5 1-2 hours the race was ¢ flicially de- 
elared off, 
back to their berths inside of 
Hook. 

When the gun aboard the comm t ee 
boat was fired to call attention to the 
signal declar ne the race off, the Amer 
ican boat was still five miles from the 
finish line.

You are at first confronted 
with five or six different kinds of 
cheese, an equal variety of cold meats, 
tinned fish, smoked herring and salm- 
on, cold boiled ham, three or four kinds 
of cold sausage, strips of dried rein- 
deer meat and half a dozen different 
jams and preserved fruits. You are 
expected to partake freely of that sort 
of provender and usually do so until 
you learn by experience that dried fish, 
boiled eggs, veal cutlets and other hot 
food will soon follow if you are pa- 
tient. The coffee is usually good, and 
there is always an abundance of rich, 
thick cream. There is no warm bread, 
but five or six kinds of cold bread bak- 
ed from wheat, rye and oat flour, be- 
sides the national “fiatbrod,” which no 
Norwegian table is ever without. 

The dinner is a formidable affair aft- 
er the fashion of the ordinary Eu- 
ropean table d’hote, with soup, fish, 
roast, salad, preserves and pudding, 
while for supper you get the same as- 
sortment of cheese, cold meats, fish, 
sausage aud preserves that you have 
had for breakfast and two or three hot 
dishes. Fish is the staff of life and 
salmon the mainstay. It is seryed in 
some form at every meal, fried at 
breakfast and supper and boiled for 
dinner, with strips of cold smoked 
salmon of a deep rich color on the side 
at all meals. 

The lakes and rivers are well stocked 
with salmon trout, which are caught 
in nets and kept alive in tanks until 
they are needed. You enjoy them the 
first five or six meals, but after you 
have had them seventeen or elghteen 
times in succession they begin to lose 
their relish. Beer is the ordinary bey- 
erage. Everybody drinks it. Claret 
and Rhine wine can be had at the lar- 
ger hotels, but never any whisky, 
brandy or other strong liquors. Local 
bption prevails throughout Norway, 
and in the country districts the sale of 
Bpirituous liquors is forbidden.—W. B.

President McKinley’s Will 

Canton, O., Sept. 28.—The will of Pres- 
ident McKinley was filed for probate 
yesterday. It is dated at Washington, 
and is as follows: 

“To my beloved wife, Ida S. McKinley, 
I bequeath all of my real estate, wher- 
ever situated, and the income of any 
personal property of which I may bo 
possessed at death, during her natural 
life. I make the following charge upon 
all of my property, both real and per- 
sonal. To pay my mother during her 
life $1000 dollars a year, and at ber 
death said sum to be paid to my sister, 
Helen MeKinley. If the income from 
property insufficient to keep my 
wife in great comfort and pay the an- 
nuity above provided, then I direct that 
such of my property be sold so as to 
make a sum adequate for both purposes. 
Whatever property remains at the death 
of my wife, | give to my brothers and 
sisters, share and share alike. My 
chief concern is that my wife from my 
estate shall have all she requires for her 
comfort and pleasure, and that my 
mother shall be provided with whatever 
money she requires to make her old 
age comfortable and happy. 

“Witness ny hand and seal, this 22nd 
day of October, 1897, to my last will 
and testament, made at the city of 
Washington, District of Columbia.” 

(Signed) “William MeKinléy. 

It is stated on authority that the Mec- 
Kinley estate will total §225,000 to 
$250,000, including life insurance of 
$67,000. Aside from this insurance the 
estate cousists of real estate here and 
contiguous to Canton, and of deposits in 
Washington banks. Monday morning 
has been tixed by the probate court for 
a hearing prior to probating the will. 
Then it is expected that Secretary 
Cortelyou and Judge Day will be finally 
appointed administrators of the estate, 
with the will annexed, and will give 
bond.

ENGLAND’S SEA GYPSIES. 


A Strange Little Tribe Fhat Lives 
Always on Boats. 

A strange and almost unknown part 
| of the population (if it can -be called 
| that) of the British isles is the queer 
semiwild folk known as sea gypsies. 
| Real gypsies they are, differing from 
thelr fellow gypsies in the fact that 
| they always live on the sea and that, 
never having mingled with landsmen, 
their type is much purer and more 
nearly resembles the original. 

There are about 500 sea gypsies in 
Britain. They cruise along the coast, 
seldom touching the land, but always 
close to it, In old and weatherbeaten 
craft that may have carried their 
grandfathers. 

When the tide is out, the old craft 
will often drop anchor by a sand bank 
island far out at sea, and her crew will 
grub for cockles with their bands, fill- 
ing a score of baskets, but saying noth- 
ing to each other, for they are almost 
out of the habit of speech. They find 
fifty shellfish where the ordinary fisher- 
man finds one, but they rarely do the 
same thing two days running, and in 
the next hour they may be snaring rab- 
bits on a headland miles away. 

The sea gypsies are wild eyed and 
thickset. Their hair {s always either 
jet black or golden. They are still of 
almost pure Norse or Danish descent, 
| never having used the land and mixed 
with the shore folk to any extent. 
Their hands seem to be all thumbs in- 
stead of fingers, so powerful and stubby 
are the digits, because they have done 
nothing but haul ropes and dig in the 
wet sand.—New York Press.

BARR SCORES FIRST 


Lipton Expects to Win Thurs- 
day’s Race 


NEXT COARSE TRIANGULAR 


Saturday’s Race Was the Closest Ever 
Sailed—Captain of the Shamrock 
Balked Every Scheme of Barr to 
Pass Until the First Stake Had Been 
Rounded 


Ap anxious lot of yachtmen gathered 
at the New York Yacht club last night 
for another taik over Saturday's excit- 
ing race, and the chances of the Colum- 
bia in her next contest with Shamrock 
Il on Tuesday. Every member frankly 
admitted that he had experienced some: 
thing like a scare and no one wanted 
to have the Columbia win another race 
by so close a margin. The bulletip 
board op which was tacked the com- 
mnittee’s brief summary of the race; was 
the chief attraction at the club and be- 
fore it all the evening was a group of 
more or less expert amateur skippers, 
debating the question of what the Co 
lumbia would be able to accomplish in 
the triangular race on Tuesday. Every- 
one hoped for the best and many recal- 
led that during the preliminary raciug 
with the Constitution and Independence 
the Morgan boat had shown much speed 
when sailing with started sheets. 

In the race on Tuesday, if the wind 
holds true, two of the legs of the tri- 
angle will be sailed under these condi- 


tions. One of the legs, probably the 
first, will be a beat of ten miles to the 


windward, the next will be a broad 
reach under large jib-topsails or baloon 
jibs, while the third leg will be a close 
fetch to the finish line. 

On these two reaches all the racers 
have shown great speed, and the Colum 
bia has frequently made one of the ten 
mile side of the triangular races in some 
thing uuder three-quarters of an hour. 
It is said that the Shamrock IL has 
shown a good fourteen-knot gait in a 
reach, which is a trifte better that the 
Columbia has dene, but such timing 
connot be consider. d absolutely reliable. 
At any rate in a good breeze, the race en 
‘Tuesday should be a fast one. 

Much will depend on the position ot 
the boats at the start, but at the yacht 
club there seemed to be the ut 
most confidence in Captain Barr of the 
Columbia, despite the fact that he was 
out-generalled Saturday by the skip- 
per of the Shamrock Il. With the Co- 
lumbia holding the weather position at 
the start it seemed to be the opinion 
that she would keep it to the first turn. 
But here cajne the question of the Amer- 
ican boat's ability to bold the Shamrock 
in the next two legs. With her long lines 
there were many who semed to think 
that the challenger might outfoot the de- 
fender and that Capt. Barr's only re- 
source would be in a hot lu/ling mateh. 

If Captain Barr can win ‘Tuesday’s 
race, the clubmen will heave a long sigh 
of relief, but until that triangular con- 
test is decided in favor of the Columbia, 
the cup will be considered in danger. 

Saturday's race began the twelfth 
series for the cup. It was one of the 
closest and most exciting races ever 
sailed for the trophy. With a breeze 
of eleven knots, from a little south of 
east, Columbia and Shamrock II start- 
ed at 11 o’clock to resail the race which 
was not finished on Thursday. Sham- 
rock got the best of the jockeying for 
position and crossed the line in the 
weather bertl? with a lead of two sec- 
onds, official time. Shamrock held het 
advantage despite Columbia's attempt 
to backwind her, and took the lead. 
Columbia was also unable to forereach 
the challenger and they started the loug 
beat with the latter to windward and 
clearly ahead. At 1230 o'clock the 
Shamrock, which still held the wind- 
ward position, forced the Columbia to 
come about. The race to the outer 
mark wasa magnificent contest. There 
was very little difference between the 
two yachts over the first half of the long 
beat, but Shamrock began to draw 
slowly away after the outer mark was 
sighted. Shamrock rounded the stake. 
boat with a lead of 41 seconds. This 
was a gain of 30 seconds on the beat 
On the run home the grand contest con- 
tinued. Both yachts, enveloped in a 
cloud of canvas, headed for the finish 
line. Slowly but surely Columbia pulled 
up on her rival and finally took the lead, 
holding it till the finish line was crossed, 
winning the race by one minute and 
twenty-three seconds correc ted time.

Trial of a Maine Murderer 
Portland, Me., Sept. 80.—Sberiff Pear- 
son brought from Augusta today to Port- 
land George H. Braainard, whose trial 
on the charge of murder will begin in 
the Cumberland county superior court 
Tuesday morning. 

Though the bullets from Brainard’s 
revolver caused the death of two men 
and seriously wounded two others, the 
indictment reported against him by the 
grand jury at the May term mentions 
the name of only one of his victims— 
Isiah H. Farnham of Wellesley, Mass., 


who at the time of his death was the

The crime for which Brainard ts to be 
tried was eommitted in the telephone 
ottice building on Exchange street, this 
city, April 24. Brainard belonged in 
Boston, and had been here since Janu- 
ary superintending the construction of 
a new switchboard in the telkphene 
office. In his crew were cight young 
men who had worked with him in con- 
struction gangs in other cities, all of 
them skilled electricians. The work 
was nearing completion, and Chief 
Electrician Farnham had come from 
Boston to inspect it. 

In the afternoon Brainard opened an 
indiscriminate fire upon those present 
with results as cited. The attorney for 
the defense will offer the plea of in- 
sanity.

Tremopt Temple Church Must Ralse

Mass., Sept. 30.—The Rey. 
George C, Lorimer, pastor of the Tre- 
mont Street Temple Baptist church. 
who has recently received a call from 
the Madison Avenue church, New York 
City, has tendered his resignation, the 
letter being read before an immense 
congregation by Deacon Wentworth ut 
the close of Dr. Lorimer’s sermon yes- 
terday. The resignation caused — pro- 
found surprise to many as it had been 
generally understood that no immedi- 
ate action with regard to his New York 
call was to be taken by Dr. Lorimer.

W. W. Evarts, the 
assistant pastor and others stated that 
if the present church debt could be re- 
duced by $100,000, they had assurance 
that Dr. Lorimer could be induced to 
remain.

BLOODY BATTLE IN SAMAR 


The Insurgents Surprise the Company 
While at Breakfast, Kill Sixty-One 


and Carry Off All Supplies and 
Rifles 


A disastereus fight between United 
States troops and insurgents oecurred 
in the island of Samar, Phil 
\ large body of insurgents at- 
tacked company C, 9th ifantry, only 24 
members of the comp ny escaping. Al 
the others are reported to have ‘been 
killed. 

The company were at breakfast when 
attacked and made a determined re- 
sistance: but the overwhelming numbe1 
of the insurgents compelled them to re- 
treat. Of the survivors, who have ar- 
rived at Basey 11 are wounded. 

According to the latest returns the 
strength of the company was 72. The 
survivors include Captain ‘Thomas W. 
Connell, tirst lieutenant Edward A. 

Sumpus and Dr. R. S. Griswold, sur- 
geon. The insurgents captured all the 
stores and amwunition of the company 
and all the rifles except 26. 

Captain Lawrence J. Hearn, of the 
21st infantry, reports a severe engage- 
ment with lusurgents near Candelaria, 
the Americans losing one killed and 
two wountled. The insurgent loss has 
not been ascertained. The Americans 
captured 50,000 pounds of rice and sev- 
eral hundred rounds of ammunition.

These are distr.b- 
uted among various posts in the island, 
a large number being located at the 
more important centres. Sean never 
made any effort to occupy Samar and it 
has been for probably three months 
past that the United States has under- 
taken that work, The latest report 
made by General Hughes to the warde 
partment was that the number of insur- 
vents rifles in the island aggregated 


about 300. The Filipinos carried on a 
guerilla Warfare and operations against 
them were difficult. The disaster to 


company C, of the 'th infantry occurred, 
it is believed, while it was engaged in 
an expedition to clear the country of 
roving bands of these insurgents. The 
fact that the Americans were attacked 
while at breakfast indicates the dar- 
ing and pluck of the insurgents. 


Immediately upon receipt of the des- 
patch Adjutant General Corbin cabled 
General Chaffee to send a complete re- 
port of the light anda list of the casuali- 
ties. 

Company C was a portion of the 9th 
regiment of United States infantry, 
which went to China at the time of the 
Boxer outbreak and which there per- 
formed valiant service. Later the 
troops went to Manila and were engaged 
in provost duty inthatcity. During the 
past summer a battalion of the 9th was 
sent to Samar. All the officers connect- 
ed with company C almost wiped out 
by the insurgents were named in Gene- 
ral Chaffee’s despatch, there being no 
second lieutenant now with the eom- 
pany. Captain Thomas W. Connell, 
who commanded the company, was ap- 
pointed to the military academy from 
New York in September, 1899, and 1st 
Lieutenant Bumpus was appointed to 
the army from Massachusetts, having 
served as a private in company A, first 
Massachusetts heavy artillery. Sur- 
geon Griswold is a recent addition to 
the army, having crossed the Pacific 
ocean with Adjutant-General Corbin on 
his recent trip to the Philippines.

An Interesting Experiment With a 
Pencil and a Wire Screen. 

Professor R. W. Wood recently de 

scribed a rather startling optical illu. 


sion which any one may see with a lit i 
tle practice. A lead pencil is held point | 


up an inch or two in front of a wire 
screen with a sky background. If the 
eyes are converged upon the pencil 
point, the wire gauze becomes some- 
what blurred and, of course, doubled. 

As the gauze has a regularly recur- 

ring pattern, however, the two images 
can be united and, with a little effort, 
ean be accommodated for distinct vi- 
sion of the combined images of the 
mesh. AS soon as accommodation is 
secured the mesh becomes perfectly 
sharp and appears to be nearly in the 
plane of the pencil point. 

If now the pencil is moved away 
from the eyes, which are to be kept 
fixed on the screen, it apparently pass- 
es through the mesh and becomes dou- 
bled. If now the pencil is removed en- 
tirely, it will be found that the sharp 
images of the combined images of the 
gauze persist, although the eyes be 
moved nearer to cr farther away from 
the screen. 

Now bring the eyes up to within six 
or eight inches of the plane in which 
the mesh appears to be and attempt 
to touch it with the finger. It {s not 


there. The finger falls upon empty 
space, the screen being in reality a} 


couple of inches farther off. | 

“This,” says Professor Wood, “is by | 
all means the most startling illusion 
I have ever seen, for we apparently see 
something occupying a perfectly deti- | 
nite position in space before our eyes, | 
and yet if we attempt to put our finger | 
on it we find that there is nothing | 
there.”—Exchange. 


BEE BUZZES. | 


One-fourth of an acre may contain 


150 colonies of bees. 
An apiary should not be placed on} 
ground thickly set with trees. } 
Bees secrete wax only when enone 
ry to furnish storage room for honey | 
or brood. 

The secretion of one pound of wax} 
necessitates the consumption of twenty 
pounds of honey. 

When a queen is gone, it will be only | 
a few days until the colony will cease | 
to store much surplus honey. | 

Sometimes, toward the close of the 


boney season, the bees will destroy 
the queen cells or kill all of the queens 
but one, thus destroying the incentive | 
to swarm. | 

Care must be taken to see that there | 
is a queen in every colony. If she gets | 
lost or is killed, another must be put in | 
her place, as the colony will run down | 
very fast if left queenless. 

Never feed bees during the day, it 
matters not whether there be one col- 
ony or many. It causes confusion, and | 
the bees frequently get cross and go = 
stinging anything they come near. 

In getting bees that have pa 
back into a hive much loss may be pre- 
vented by stretching a piece of strong | 
canvas on the ground and setting the | 
hive upon it and then shaking the bees 
on it. |
